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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Army Continuous Service Pay. 


Decision of the Comptroller in the matter of the re- 
enlistment bonus provisions authorized for continuous 
service by the Army pay bill of May 11, 1908, in their 
application to re-enlistment under the Act of Feb. 28, 
1919, has been rendered in several typical cases sub- 
mitted by the War Department. The cases follow: 

1. Private A enlisted Jan. 15, 1914; was serving as private 
Jan. 14, 1918, when he completed his first enlistment period; dis- 
charged Sept. 1, 1919, for the convenience of the Government 
while serving as a corporal; re-enlisted Sept. 2, 1919. 

2. Private B has same service as Private A above, but was a 
sergeant on Jan, 14, 1918, was later reduced and was serving 
as a private at date of discharge. 

3. Sergeant C enlisted Nov. 2, 1916; was discharged as pri- 
vate May 1, 1919, for the convenience of the Government; re- 
enlisted May 2, 1919; promoted to sergeant and on Nov. 1, 
1919, date of completion of three years of actual service, is 
serving in such grade. 

4. Private D has the same service as Sergeant C above, but was 
a corporal at date of discharge, was reduced subsequent to re- 
enlistment and on Nov. 1, 1919, is serving as a private. 

5. Sergeant E enlisted July 1, 1913, as a private; furloughed 
to reserve on June 30, 1916; discharged on account of de- 
pendent relatives July 7, 1917; re-enlisted Sept. 10, 1917; dis- 
charged Aug. 10, 1919, while serving as a corporal; re-enlisted 
Aug. 11, 1919. 

6. Private F enlisted March 29, 1917; was discharged Oct. 
11, 1919, under provisions of Cirs. 450 and 457, War Dept., 
1919; re-enlisted Oct. 12, 1919, 

7. Private G enlisted April 4, 1916; was discharged Oct. 11, 
1919, under provisions of Cirs. 450 and 457, War Dept., 1919; 
re-enlisted Oct. 12, 1919. 

Based on these examples the questions submitted by 
the War Department are as follows: 

“(a) On what dates, in the above cited examples, did 
men pass or will they pass into a higher enlistment? 

“(b) Under what condition and on what dates do they 
become entitled to re-enlistment bonus? 

“(c) Upon what rate of pay is the amount of re- 
enlistment bonus computed?” 

The Comptroller’s decision on the questions based on 
these examples is as follows: 

1. If no time was lost by Private A he passed into his second 
enlistment period Jan. 15, 1918, being the next day after he 
completed his first enlistment period of four years which began 
on Jan. 15, 1914; and on the re-enlistment of Sept. 2, 1919, he 
completed his inchoate right to receive three months’ extra pay 
as of the rate he was receiving as a private on Jan. 14, 1918. 
If he continues in actual service as an enlisted man he will 
complete his second enlistment period on Jan. 14, 1921. 

2. Private B, having held on Jan. 14, 1918, the date he com- 
pleted his first enlistment period, the grade of sergeant, being 
different from that of “private soldier, musician or trumpeter,” 
does not come within the provisions of the statute authorizing 
the payment of the bonus of three months’ pay. If he continues 
in actual service as an enlisted man, he will, on Jan. 14, 1921, 
complete his second enlistment period which began on Jan, 15, 
1918. 

3. In case of Sergeant C, it matters not whether the discharge 
on May 1, 1919, was for convenience of the Government or 
under other honorable conditions, the time from Nov. 2, 1916, 
to May 1, 1919, counts as two years and six months and no 
more on the enlistment period of three years which began on 
Nov. 2, 1916, and, if no time was lost, was completed on Nov. 
1, 1919. The bonus of three months’ pay is not payable for the 
reason that he was a sergeant on Nov. 1, 1919. 

4. Private D, having been a private on Nov. 1, 1919, when 
his first enlistment period ended, and having been re-enlisted is 
entitled to three months’ extra pay of the rate of pay he was 
entitled to receive on Nov. 1, 1919. 

5. When Sergeant E enlisted on July 1, 1913, four years con- 
stituted an enlistment period. By actual service he completed 
the four years on Sept. 9, 1918, and entered his second enlist- 
ment period on Sept. 10, 1918, which, by actual service, may be 
completed on Sept. 9, 1921. His grade on Sept. 9, 1918, is 
not stated. If he was a private on that date he is entitled to the 
bonus of three months’ pay, he having been re-enlisted. 

6. Private F, who enlisted on March 29, 1917, will, by ac- 
tual service, complete his first enlistment period on March 28, 
1920, the enlistment period for purposes of continuous-service 
pay being three years. 

7. Four years constituted an enlistment period in computing 
continuous-service pay on April 4, 1916, when Private G en- 
listed, and, if he continues in actual service, he will enter. his 
second enlistment period on April 4, 1920. 

So much of the decision dated Nov. 4, 1919, as con- 
flicts with this decision will not be followed hereafter. 


Navy Continuous Service Pay. 


In a decision of the Comptroller given Nov. 20, 1919, 
with reference to the amount of continuous-service pay 
which a cabin steward of the Navy was entitled to dur- 
ing the three-year enlistment period entered by him on 
Oct. 11, 1919, and to the effect which a discharge from a 
one-year extension of enlistment has upon accumulated 
continuous-service increase of pay upon re-enlistment, 
the Navy Department understood that the decision placed 
a new construction upon the provisions of the act of 
Aug. 22, 1912, from that which has heretofore been en- 
forced relative to additional pay on extended enlistments. 
“or rather on enlistments after discharge from extended 
enlistments.” This understanding of the Navy Depart- 
ment is referred to in a letter from the Secretary of the 
Navy to the Comptroller asking for further consideration 
of the questions considered in the above decision. In his 
reply the Comptroller states that he does not know to 
which construction the Secretary refers, as he has been 
unable to find that the question had ever been presented 
to his office “as to what amount of continuous-service 
pay an enlisted man was entitled to receive upon re- 
enlistment following a discharge from an extended en- 
listment of less than four years.” He further points out 
that it has been held by the Comptroller that the right to 
an increase of pay for continuous service” accrues and is 
payable during a period of extension regardless of the 
number of years for which the extension was made.” The 
Comptroller continues that while no decision other than 
the one in question has been made upon this point of the 
right to continuous-service pay upon re-enlistment within 
four months of a discharge from a one-year extension, 
examination of pay accounts of enlisted men who re- 
enlisted under these conditions show that it has been the 
custom in the Navy to credit them upon re-enlistment 
with the same amount of continuous-service pay as they 
were in receipt of during the extended ‘period. The 
Comptroller adds “with reference to your question as to 
the amount of continuous-service pay to which this cabin 
steward is entitled by reason of his re-enlistment of Oct. 
11, 1919, for three years, you are advised that upon fur- 
ther consideration it is held that the provision of the 
Act of July 11, 1919, providing for ‘proportionate bene- 
fits upon discharge and re-enlistment’ refers not to the 
re-enlistment entered into Oct. 11, 1919, in this case but 
to the benefits that may accrue to this cabin steward 
upon a subsequent re-enlistment after the termination of 
his present enlistment; and so much of the decision of 
Nov. 20, 1919, as dealt with this point is modified to 
eonform to the views herein expressed.”

an increase on the base pay therein fixed by reason of 
the provision in the same act continuing in force the in- 
creases in pay of enlisted men originally authorized for 
the emergency only by the Act of May 18, 1917. In re- 
sponse to this inquiry the Comptroller says “that the 
specific provision made for the pay of flying cadets is 
exclusive and is not modified by the provision in the 
same act making the temporary rates ot pay theretofore 
authorized for enlisted men of the Army the permanent 
rates for such enlisted men; and that the base pay of 
tiying cadets is that fixed by the statutes without the ad- 
dition of the temporary increases, now made permanent, 
contained in the Act of May 18, 1917.” Provision for 
pay of flying cadets in the Act of July 11, 1919, is that 
“the base pay of a flying cadet shall be $75 per month, 
including extra pay tor flying risk as provided by law. 
The ration allowance of a flying cadet shall not exceed 
$1 per day, and his other allowances shall be those of a 
private, first class, Air Service.”

“The historic importance of a complete record of 
West Point graduates is so great that each command 
ing officer is requested to impress upon his subordinates 
the necessity for their assistance; it is believed that a 
mere reminder that supplying these records is a’ duty that 
each owes his alma mater will accomplish the result. In 
this connection it should be stated that these records 
cannot now be had from the office of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral. All replies to this appeal should be addressed to 
Col. Wirt Robinson, West Point, N.Y. It is well for our 
graduates to know that this work undertaken and per- 
formed by Colonel Robinson, in addition to the. labori- 
ous duties of his departmental work, brings no other 
recompense than the satisfaction which comes from the 
performance of a valuable and entirely unselfish service.” 





‘WESTERN DEPARTMENT CAMP, R.O.T.C. 


The Secretary of War has advised Lieut. Gen. Hunter 
Liggett, commanding general of the Western Depart- 
ment, that the location of the summer camp for the in- 
struction of members of the R.O.T.C., Infantry and 
Junior Division Units of that department, will be at 


Camp Kearny, near San Diego, Calif. Members of the 
Infantry and the Junior Division Units of the R.O.T. 
C. from the Western Department and the states of New 
Mexico and Arizona, together with R.O.T.C. students 
from the Hawaiian Department, will be given training 


at this camp. The training will begin June 17 and ex- 
tend for six weeks. Basic training and advance train- 
ing will be given; the latter is specifically for those stu- 
dents who came from colleges where advanced courses 
of the R.O.T.C. are given. The camp at Kearny will 
be under the immediate command of an officer to be 
designated as R.O.T.C. commander. Every arrangement 
will be made to provide for the health, comfort and 
recreation of the students and it is expected that close 
co-operation will be maintained with all the welfare or- 
ganizations. Other Infantry Junior Division camps 
will be held this summer at Camp Devens, Mass.; Ben- 
ning, Ga., and Custer, Mich. Special camps will be 
held for different arms of the Service at Field Artillery, 
Coast Artillery, Engineers, Cavalry, Ordnance and Mo- 
tor Transport Corps training centers where the best 
facilities for instructions in these arms exist. . 

It is anticipated that there will be at least 10,000 
students in attendance at these summer camps, more 
than double the number present last year, which was 
the first year of the camps. The War Department points 
out that’a great opportunity is given collegians through- 
out these summer camps to meet the men from other 
educational institutions, which will extend to them an 
opportunity to broaden their vision and to engage in 
athletic and other competitive contests on a wider scale 
than is possible under any other circumstances. The 
broadening influence of the first camp held last year 
was felt throughout the country. There are at present 
254 institutions maintaining units of the R.O.T.C. and 
the number of students now taking these courses is 114,.- 
674. This, of course, does not include men already com- 
missioned in the Reserve Corps, but student candidates 
only. The attendance at the summer camp is voluntary 
for students in the basie course which corresponds to 
the freshman and sophomore years in college and stu- 
dents in the Junior Division which maintains units in 
secondary schools, 


The summer camp is, however, com- 
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pulsory for students in the advanced courses, compris- 
ing juniors and seniors at colleges. 
No Separate R.O.T.C. Camps. 

Several institutions which have R.O.T.C. units have 
made application to hold separate camps next summer. 
The applications have not been approved for the reason, 
as explained by the Secretary of War, that it is desired 
that an earnest effort be made to carry out the R.O.T.C. 
camp project as planned for this year and to secure as 
favorable attendance as is possible.

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL READY. 
Figures Cut to $424,000,000. 

The Naval Appropriation bill for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1921, providing for a total expenditure of ap- 
proximately $424,000,000, was approved on March 16 
by the House Committee on Naval Affairs, Chairman 
Butler stating that the bill would be reported out this 
week and taken up in the House for speedy action. As 
forecast in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, the committee 
provides for an enlisted strength of the active list of the 
Marine Corps of 27,400 and the distribution to be made 
in the various grades in the same proportion as provided 
under existing law. An appropriation of $343,440 is 
provided for the temporary naval government in the Vir- 
gin Islands. The sum of $15,875,000 is provided for 
aviation, to be expended for procuring, producing, con- 
structing, operating, preserving and the establishment 
and maintenance of aircraft stations, for experimental 
work in development of aviation for naval purposes, and 
for special clothing, wearing apparel, and similar equip- 
ment for aviation purposes. In 1920 $25,000,000 was 
appropriated and the estimate for 1921 totaled $35,- 
749,000. 

The Bureau of Navigation is provided with $3,500,000 
to carry on transportation and recruiting as compared to 
$9,000,000 last year. Under the head of recreation for 
enlisted men $800,000 is allotted, provided that not more 
than one person shall be employed hereunder at a rate 
of compensation exceeding $1,800 per annum. ‘The bill 
also provides that during the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1921, the clothing and small stores fund shall be charged 
with the value of all issues of clothing and small stores 
made to enlisted men and apprentice seamen, required as 
outfits on first enlistment, not to exceed $100 each, and 
for civilian clothing not to exceed $15 per man to men 
given discharges for bad conduct, and the uniform gratu- 
ity paid to officers of the Naval Reserve Force. The fol- 
lowing provisions relate to the buildings and grounds at 
the Naval Academy: Install running water in first and 
third wings, Bancroft Hall, $69,000; water purification 
plant, $85,000; improvement of swimming tank, $6,000; 
a total of $160,000. 

The Secretary of the Navy is authorized to accept the 
two tracts of land offered by the city of San Diego, Calif., 
to the Navy for the purpose of a site for the naval sta- 
tion. The sum of $890,000 is provided for the naval 
station at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, where new additions 
and repairs will be made and also $80,000 for the naval 
ammunition depot at this place. Thirty thousand dollars 
is allotted for an operating pavilion to the naval hospital 
at Philadelphia. Toward further development of the 
Marine Corps base at San Diego, the committee sets 
$500,000 aside; also $750,000 to increase the capacity of 
the marine railway to 2,500 tons at the naval fuel depot; 
San Diego, and transfer this to the naval station site on 
San Diego Bay, and to provide additional shore facilities 
at said station; $400,000 toward the construction of a 
storehouse and fleet landing at the foot of Broad street, 
San Diego, a total of $1,150,000. 

Towards the erection of a new submarine and destroyer 
base, Columbia River, near Astoria, Ore., the committee 
provides $250,000. The sum of $1,000,000 is appropri- 





ated towards the development of a permanent training 
station at San Diego. 

The limits of the cost of vessels heretofore authorized 
are increased as follows: Battleships numbered 43 and 
44 from $11,250,000 to $12,750,000; ammunition ship 
numbered one from $3,250,000 to $3,550,000; gunboat 
numbered 21 from $1,100,000 to $1,250,000; submarine 
(S) numbered one from $1,500,000 to $1,750,000; sub- 
marines (R) numbered 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26 and 27 
from $875,000 to $975,000. The Bureau of Steam En- 
gineering hereafter shall be designated as the “Bureau 
of Engineering.” The sum of $500,000 is appropriated 
towards shore protection and harbor development at the 
naval station, Great Lakes, Ill, and $171,000 for im- 
provements at the naval operating base, Hampton 
Roads, Va. 
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THE NATIONAL MATCHES. 
Regulations Issued by War Department. 

The regulations governing the National Shooting 
Matches to be held at Camp Perry, Ohio, have been ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War. The matches will be held 
under direction of the Secretary of War, commencing 
Monday, Aug. 23, 1920. The matches will begin in the fol- 
lowing order: National individual rifle match, national 
indtvidual pistol match, national pistol team match, na- 
tional rifle team match. On Friday, Aug. 20, and Satur- 
day, Aug. 21, the range will be open for final prelimi- 
nary practice. The matches of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation of America, as well as some small bore competi- 
tions and some Ohio state matches, will precede the 
national matches. 

There will be but few changes made in the rules gov- 
erning the shooting in the National Matches. ‘The 
National Team Match will be shot at 200, 600 and 1,000 
yards. Last year the mid-range distance was 500 yards. 
For the 200-yard firing at rapid fire, the target is changed 
from “B” to the “D” type. The team squad is increased 
by one member, to include a commissioned officer as a 
range-officer, and the team likewise is increased for the 
same purpose, so that it will include twelve principals, 
three alternates, captain, coach and range-officer. The 
Springfield model 1903 rifle will be used in the match. 
The old individual pistol match has been retained, but 
there has been added to the program a pistol match for 
teams of five men. In this match the Colt automatic 
pistol, caliber .45, model of 1911, will be used. 

Ammunition will be issued by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment as usual to the competitors at the firing points. No 
other ammunition will be used in the national matches. 
Ammunition will be issued to all competitors for prac- 
tice prior to the national matches, including practice in 
the matches held prior to the national matches. Civilians 
desiring to procure rifles and ammunition for practice 
in advance of their arrival at Camp Perry will make 
application therefor to the Director of Civilian Marks- 
manship, War Department, Washington, D.C. 

The National Individual Rifle Match and the Na- 
tional Individual Pistol Match are open to any citizen 
of the United States. Entries for these events should be 
made as early as possible, and must be made seventy-two 
hours befere the beginning of each match. 

There will be established at Camp Perry a small-arms 
firing school for the instruction of citizens of the United 
States in marksmanship. The governors of the states 
and territories, the Board of Commissioners of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and the commanding officers of Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps training camps are each 
authorized to designate a civilian or school team of 
eighteen members to attend the small-arms firing school 
from July 30 to Aug. 28, 1920, inclusive, to receive in- 
struction, engage in practice and participate in the ua- 
tional matches. t me 

The general rules for the participations of military 
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naval teams, colleges, etc., are practically the same as in 
the past. 
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A “TEMPORARY QUARTERS” WARNING. 

That the plan to provide temporary living accommoda- 
tions for Army officers and their families by altering 
temporary buildings at the various camps has its defects 
that are likely to be long-continued and harmful is shown 
in the following letter written by a lieutenant colonel in 


the Quartermaster Corps who is thoroughly informed as 
to the situation and whose logic is sound. He writes: 
“I bave noticed in a recent issue of the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL, that steps are being taken to accommo- 
date officers and their families in the temporary buildings 
at different camps, by altering these structures. I am 
thoroughly familiar with this move to alter temporary 
buildings into officers’ quarters, and I am wondering if 
the Regular Army officers fully appreciate just what they 
are being led into by being so eager to quit paying high 
rents in town and taking their families into these altered 
temporary buildings, which should be more properly 
called ‘shacks.’ As soon as these temporary buildings 
have been altered to take care of officers and their fam- 
ilies, just so soon all efforts will cease to furnish perma- 
nent and adequate living quarters in keeping with the 
position and style of living that an Army officer is en- 
titled to, and for the next fifteen or twenty years offi- 
cers of the Regular Army will be compelled to live in 
these temporary structures, which they are now so 
eager to get into, and their every request for permanent 
quarters will be met by Congress and the powers that be, 
with the statement that ‘You have quarters, and you are 
living in them, and should be satisfied.’ It would cer- 
tainly be the better part of wisdom to continue to pay 
higher rent and to retain the commutation of quarters, 
and to bend every effort to secure permanent, comfortable 
houses for the enlarged Army, and yet every camp com- 
mander and every Regular Army officer is bending every 
effort to place himself in such a position where for years 
to come he will be denied these quarters, because of his 
failure to look into the future. I have talked this mat- 
ter over with many of the Regular Army officers, and 


“have urged that they look ahead and consider the future, 


and only go into the temporary buildings altered for their 
families’ use as a final and last emergency, after every 
effort has failed to secure permanent, adequate quarters 
to which they are entitled, and which would have a very 
great effect in increasing the Army’s morale, and making 
the Army a more desirable place in which to live.”

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SEVENTH CAVALRY'’S PoLo TEAM WINS IN CALIFORNIA. 

Having won the right to represent the Army in the 
civilian polo tournament on the Pacific coast through be- 
ing the victors in the Fort Bliss polo series, held during 
the Christmas holidays in 1919, the 7th U.S. Cavalry 
polo team made a trip to California in February, play- 
ing two series of games at Del Monte and Santa Bar- 
bara. Lieut. H. R. Gay, Cav., U.S.A., captain of the 7th 
Cavalry team, has kindly sent us an account of the tour 
of the team, from which we take the following extracts: 
The 7th Cavalry team, consisting of Lieut. R. E. Craig, 
No. 1, Lieut. H. R. Gay, No. 2, Capt. J. W. Cunning- 
ham, No. 3, Capt. D. S. Wood, No. 4, and Capt. J. C. 
Short as substitute, left Fort Bliss, Texas, Feb. 2, for 
California, twenty-one ponies having been shipped to 
Del Monte five days previously. Thé team arrived on 
Feb. 4 at the Presidio of Monterey, where it was met 
and entertained by officers of the 11th Cavalry. The first 
game was played Feb. 5 against Del Monte, the 7th Cavy- 
alry team winning by a score of 144% to 144%. On Feb. 
7 the Army team met the Santa Barbara regulars and 
won by the decisive score of 11% to 84, in this game the 
Army team being at its best, “a team that is far above 
the usual Army four.” The Cavalry team wom the prize 
offered in the tournament, a silver cup that is now at 
Fort Bliss, in the final game with the San Mateo four, 
the Army winning by a score of 18% to 84%. The team 
was then taken to Santa Barbara, through the courtesy 
of the Santa Barbara Polo Club, and played three games 
against the Colorado Springs team, the Army winning 
by a score of 6% to 54%; Santa Barbara regulars, who 
won by the score of 11% to 744; and the Santa Barbara 
Blues, the Army winning by a score of 8% to 4%. Cap- 
tain Gay adds, in conclusion: “The War Department 
did not contribute toward this trip except to give its 
consent for players and horses to go. The entire expense 
of sending this team to Del Monte and home from Santa. 
Barbara was borne by the 7th Cavalry and their El Paso 
friends. The expenses from Del Monte to Santa Bar- 
bara and during the stay at that place were met by the 
Santa Barbara Polo Club.”

MOBILIZATION POINTS FOR STATE ,TROOPS. 

Where any state has not provided a suitable camp for 
the mobilization and training of its National Guard, as 
provided in Special Regulations No. 55, War Dept., 1917, 
the department commander, according to War Depart- 
ment announcement, is authorized, when he deems it 
advisable, to use the nearest United States camp or ean- 
tonment for these purposes during the calendar year 
1920, provided the necessary space and facilities are 
available without detriment to the training and accom- 
modation of United States troops and provided the United 
States is not required to furnish any additional per- 
sonnel for the supply and administration of the state 
troops. When this privilege is granted any state, it will 
be with the distinct understanding that this is an emer- 
gency action and in no way will it be regarded as a 
precedent for fixing future policy. This action amends 
Special Regulations No. 55, War Dept., 1917, in no way. 
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Navy Petry OFFICER APPOINTMENTS. 

Secretary Daniels has approved the recommendation 
of the Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, to re- 
insert Article R3559 (1) in the Navy Regulations. The 
amended article will be included in the next change in 
Navy Regulations, as follows: “Chief petty officers serv- 
ing under a permanent appointment shall not be disrated 
except by sentence of a general or summary court-mar- 
tial or deck court.” This change has been called to the 
attention of commanding officers. The Bureau of Navi- 
gation will resume the issue of documentary permanent 
appointments to chief petty officers. The Service will be 
informed as soon as a supply is received, and also as to 
the method which will followed in issuing these per- 
manent appointments. ntil further notice the pro- 





cedure outlined in existing circular letters will be ad- 
hered to, 
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ONE PAY INCREASE IMPEDIMENT REMOVED. 


Oue of the chief arguments made against the granting 
of an increase of pay to Army and Navy officers at the 
present time is that the temporary advanced rank given 
to the Regular commissioned personnel during the period 
of hostilities brought a sufficient advance in pay to make 
any increase of pay unnecessary. Of course this ar- 
gument never took into consideration those officers who 
were not advanced in grade during hostilities, of which 
both the Army and Navy had many. But with the demo- 
tion orders now going into effect this thoroughly specious 
argument falls to the ground and the last impediment 
raised by members of Congress to passing incfease of 
pay legislation falls with it. 

_We called attention in our issue of March 13, page 
857, to the misrepresentation of the real appropriation 
figures concerning the pay of the Army, Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps in particular under the Wadswortl and 
Kelley bills. Mr. Crago referred to this matter in the 
House during the discussion of the Arm Reorganization 
bill. deprecating statements made that $80,000,000 would 
be required to. give the Army and Navy the pay increases 
provided for in the two pay bills now before Congress. 
He stated that “one of them provides for an expenditure 
of $49,000,000 and the other, in round numbers, for 
$59,000,000.” This statement was well meant, but it 
really confused the issue, as do so many of the statistical 
statements made in Congress about appropriations. The 
total sum that would be authorized for the pay of the 
commissioned and enlisted personnel of the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps, if these two bills were passed, would 
be $67,976,761. In view of the readiness with which 
some Congressmen talk of appropriating. $2,500,000;000 
for war bonuses under the American Legion spur it does 
not seem that it would be asking very much of them, or 
of the nation’s treasury, to appropriate so comparatively 
small a sum to give our Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
officers what is know to social economists as a “living 
wage. 
_ The practical results of the demotion of all our officers 
in the three Services is that they have had their incomes 
materially reduced at a time when wages and salaries 
are going up all over the country and when the cost of 
living is keeping just ahead of these advances. While it 
is known that the demotions had to be, we had hoped 
that the pay increase bills would have been passed by the 
time it was necessary to issue the demotion orders. This 
not having been done, the Services now have before them 
the prospect of waiting until the Army Reorganization 
legislation is out of the way before the Wadsworth and 
Kelley pay bills will come up for consideration. It is to 
be hoped that this will be done quickly and that no 
lengthy differences of opinion over the Senate and House 
bills will prolong the hardships under which Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps officers are living under their present 
rates of pay. ; 

The sooner the,Army Reorganization bills are passed 
the sooner will come the prospect of relief to the Army 
at least. If the House bill ‘with its provision for 17,606 
officers becomes law that established strength would 
bring about a readjustment of grades among the Regular 
Army officers which would naturally and justly be to 
their adventage. It is now expected that Congress will 
adjourn about thfend of May, so that the promise for 
definite action on the pay increase bills grows not only 
nearer but brighter, we are told, a prediction we hope 
will work out to the satisfaction of the Services as a 
whole. Cannot Congress be made to realize that Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps officers are actually being fined 
instead of being rewarded for their services to the coun- 
try? If it does awaken to this realization, it must see 
that the proper and just thing for it to do is to pass the 
Wadsworth and Kelley bills before it’adjourns. 
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Navy Drererste Priors Sent OVERSEAS.

Demotions of Army Officers. 


The demotions of officers of the Army in various grades 
from their temporary higher rank to their lower perma- 
nent rank are going steadily on, and have been increasing 
in number the past week, as the official orders we publish 
show. In a statement issued by the War Department. on 
March 13 it said: “Of the 2,513 Regular Army officers 
who will hold advanced rank on March 15, 1920, there 
are 214, or eight per cent., on duty in Washington. Of 
Regular Army officers serving in Washington, -twenty- 
three per cent. are holding advanced rank, while of those 
outside Washington thirty-two per cent. are holding ad- 
vanced rank. Officers whose demotion was ordered en or 
before March 15, 1920, are not carried as holding ad- 
vanced rank on March 15, 1920.” 

A table issued by the War Department also on March 
13 gives the total Regular and emergency officers on duty 
in Washington as 1,579. The Regular Army officers hold- 
ing advanced rank on March 13 total 518, those to be 
demoted by March 15 totaled 304. This would show that 
fifty-nine per cent. of the Regular officers on duty in the 
War Department were demoted. The Chief of Coast 
Artillery demoted all in his office holding advanced rank, 
thirteen, or 100 per cent. The Chief of Field Artillery 
demoted ten out of twelve, or eighty-three per cent. The 
Chief of Engineers demoted eight out of thirteen, sixty- 
two per cent. The Chief of Ordnance demoted sixteen 
out of thirty, fifty-three per cent. ‘The Director of Air 
Service demoted nineteen out of thirty-eight, fifty per 
cent.

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TECHNICAL COMMITTEE FROM SuPPEY BUREAUS. 

Chiefs of supply bureaus of the War Department have 
been authorized by the Secretary of War to designate 
officers from each organizatioh to act as representatives 
of each bureau on a technical committee of the War De- 
partment. This committee will be composed of repre- 
sentatives of the several supply buseaus and from the 
General Staff under the chairmanship of a General Staff 
officer to be designated by the Chief of Staff. This com- 
mittee will meet on the first of each month, or at scch 
other time as the committee or the chairman may desig- 
nate, for the purpose of considering and asking recom- 
mendations relative to such matters relative to the sup- 
ply of the Army as may be referred to it by the Chief 
of Staff. Each representative on the committee will be 
expected to mints the views of his bureau chief on | 
matters brougRt up for consideration, and representatives 
must be officers of experience or civilians with special 
technical knowledge in close touch with bureau chiefs. 
In order that officers holding positions of responsibility in 
the various bureaus may be appointed to this committee, 
its work will be limited so far as practicable to the con- 
sideration of matters of special importance and to ques- 
tions of general procedure and policy. The routine work 
will be accomplished by the designation of a & com- 
mittee to handle special subjects as they arise. Bureau 
chiefs have been advised that it is desired that the officer 
representing each bureau shall also act as information 
officer between the General Staff and the respective bu- 
reau in handling supply questions. This officer shall be 
designated to replace the contact officer called for under 
Paragraph 5 of Supply Cireular No. 8, Jan. 24, 1919. 





Senpina Money TO FRANCE. 

An Army officer on duty in France makes this sugges 
tion~to the Service and their relatives and friends: 
“Anyone desiring to send money to officers and men on 
duty anywhere in France should send a draft on some 
bank similar to the Farmers’ Loan and_ Trust " 
Lloyds, Guaranty Trust Co., or Morgan, Ha & Co., 
and never by international postal order. T French 
government pays cash on dollars at the rate of 3.15 
frances per dollar, but if you want to buy dollars on the 
United States you must pay the current rate, about four- 
teen francs now. One may be able to buy francs at an 
international postal order office for dollars, but you 
specify so many dollars to be paid in France the French 
government will pay at the rate of 5.15 Send 
bank draft always. This has been a personal experience 
and loss to me, so I know.” He also reminds the Ser- 
vices that five cents postage is required on all letters to 
France.

Admiral Sims Continues Statement. 

With the exception of a brief interval on March 13, 
when Herbert Hoover gave testimopy on the food condi- 
tions in Europe during 1917, Rear Admiral W. 8S. Sims, 
U.S.N., continued reading his statement before the sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs that 
is conducting the investigation of the Navy’s conduct of 
the war, from March 11 through to March 18. 

Adding to his testimony on March 11 he declared that 
“his testimony, up to this time, had established four ad- 
missions, namely: That the Allies were losing the war 
at the time the United States entered the conflict, as the 
result of the mercantile tennage losses, as this practi- 
cally amounted to cutting the Allied lines of communica- 
tion; second, that the Navy Department was fully in- 
forme of the fact that the one vital issue to be faced 
was the-submarive campaign; third, that whatever plans 
the department or Government, in general, may have had 
in mind for future operations, it was pointed out at the 
time and subsequent events established the fact, that the 
execution of any other plans depended absolutely on first 
meeting the submarine menace; fourth, that at the pres- 
ent time there is no issue whatever as to the correctness 
or soundness of my recommendations during the eritical 
period, and there is no truth whatever in the assertion 
that I am now claiming that I was right and everyone 
else wrong. This fact,” he said, “is amply demonstrated 
by the extent to which recommendations were ultimately 
adopted by the Department,” and that “every plan for 
the employment of our forces in the war zone which were 

adopted was in accord with my. recommendations.” 
Finally, he said, it had been established that the “primary 
fault of the Department was the initial delay in as 
into effect measures which it later adopted, and whic 
delay not only resulted in the prolongation of the war, 
and in the unnecessary expenditure of at least half a 
million lives and $15,000,000,000.” 

Continuing, the Admiral considered in a general way 
the action taken in various recommendations, some con- 
ce his dispatch relating to anti-submarine forces 
but ly those relating to other subjects, in order 
to show t these recommendations were either disre- 
garded altogether, were adopted only after a delay of 
months or else accepted only when recommended by Ad- 
miral Mayo and Admiral Benson during their visits 
abroad in August and November, 1917. Because of a 
wrong estimate of the war situation, he said, the De- 
partment concentrated its efforts upon plans of minor 
import and in some cuses of non-military value. Among 
these recommendations were included one that our bat- 
tleships could serve no useful purpose “in this area ex- 
cept that two divisions of dreadnoughts might be based 
on Brest for moral effect inst anticipated raids by 
heavy enemy ships in the nel, out of reach of the 
British main fleet.” 

In messages dated May 11 and June 15, 1917, Admiral 
Sims advised the Department “our battle fleet should 
he red for distant service at a moment’s no- 
tice,” and t “sound strategy calls for the concentra- 
tion of our maximum forces as close as practical to the 
probable theater of war, provided they can be suppli 
there without requiring the services of tonnage now 
vitally necessary.” On July 7, 1917, he urged that “all 

ts be kept in a constant state of 
readiness for dispatch to Europe,” and that “there were 
no definite plans in view involving such forces, but the 
uncertainty of the present situation are tremendous.” 
He also said that it would be impossible to send oil- 
burning battleships because no adequate and safe de- 
stroyer escort through the submarine zone~could be 
ensured. ° 

Asked for Battleships and Destroyers. 


On July 19 he held a conference on the Grand Fleet 
with Admirals Jellicoe and Beatty and as a result asked 
the Department to send four coal-burning battleships and 
six destroyers. Receiving no reply he communicated 
with the Department on Aug. 17, 1917, and three days 
later the Department cabled its refusal of his request. 
It was signed by Admiral Benson, who said that “the 
United States believes that the strategic situation neces- 
sitates keeping battleship force concentrated, therefore 
cannot consider sending part of it across” and that “the 
logistics of the situation would prevent the entire force 
going over except in case of extreme necessity,” and that 
“the Department desires you discuss situation with Ad- 
miral Mayo on arrival.” 

On Sept. 1 Admiral Sims wrote to Admiral Benson 
in which he said, among other things, “no man can tell 
what the outcome of this war will be, but whatever the 
outeome proves to be we must, at the end, find ourselves 
in a position which can be justified on sound military 
principles. Can we afford to havé history record the 
Allies asked for the reinforcements and that we de- 
clined to send them?” 

On Sept. 24 the Admiral received a letter from Ad- 
miral Benson, who wrote, ‘‘we are not willing to send a 
portion of the battleship foree and do not intend to, 
uhless very much stronger arguments are produced than 
have so far been set forth. It has beem a surprising dis- 
appointment that no definite plan of operation of the 
combined forces of the Allied naval powers has been 
taken up and decided upon long ere this.” On Nov. 13 
Admirai Benson cabled that after consulting with Ad- 
miral Mayo the U.S.S. New York, Florida, Delaware 
and Wyoming would be ready to sail about Nov. 25, and 
that Rear Admiral Rodman would command the division. 
On June 28 Admiral Sims cabled the Department ifi- 
cally recommending that all submarines available ld 
be sevt across. He said: “Protection of all Allied ship- 
ping in time—I repeat in time—is our-present mission. 
Whatever efforts we can exert must be put into opera- 
tion ut once if they are to be effective.” 

SESSION OF MARCH 12, 
Delay in Accepting Convoy System. 

Resuming the reading of his statement on March 12 
the Admiral said that notwithstanding repeated re- 
quests for tugs to be sent to European waters none were 
actuasily sent until nearly one year after the United 
States entered the war. The only reason, he said, that 
was ever advanced for not sending them was that there 
was some legal technicality which prevented it. He 
charged the Navy Department with delay in accepting 
the recommendation for the convoy system, with the 
direct result “that some hundreds of thousands of tons 
of shipping were lost unnecessarily to the Allies cause, 
as a whole. I kept the Department fully informed of al] 
developments in regard to the convoy system, and while 
it is a rather long it is ient to 


sufficien that 
situation became so cri§cal in May, 1917, that the ‘Allied 
os 
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leaders were simply forced to do something diffesent from 
what they had been doing.” 


Campaign Might Be Lost. 


On June 28, 1917, the Admiral cabled to the Secretary 
“concerning the Department’s reference to a scheme for 
protection of merchant shipping which will not inter- 
fere with present escort duty. I submit that the time 
element alone prevents utilization of any new anti-sub- 
marine invention. The campaign may easily be lost be- 
fore any such schemes can come into effective operation.” 
The Admiral continued that all thie time he had been 
keeping in close touch with the opinion of the French 
navy department and ‘hence it came to his notice that 
the U.S. Navy Department was calling upon the French, 
by direet communication, for their opinion concerning the 
convoy system without his knowledge. He mentioned 
this fact, he said, to show the confusing situation 
created by such methods. “It is upnecessary, I am sure, 
to point out to the committee how this message, which is 
but one of many similar incidents, demonstrates the wide 
gulf which existed between the methods the Navy De- 
partment pursued and that-which we all understand as 
unity of command.” In a cable of July 3 to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy the Admiral said, “Undoubtedly, the 
most serious military handicap of this war, as of all 
allied wars, has been difficulty in co-ordinaiion between 
allies. qi! success is to be assured and accelerated, there 
should no line of distinction or introduction of com- 
plication. The shipping to be controlled is all of the 
Allied and neutral shipping, which should be treated as 
a whole.” On July 12 the Admiral cabled concerning 
the grave danger and the failure of the Navy Depart- 
ment to advise him, well in advance, of the date of pro- 
jected sailings of troops from the United States, which 
would mean a coincidence of arrivals in the submarine 
zone with the necessity of inadequate protection for some 
convoy and hence the possibility of disaster. He urged 
the importance of the Department not attempting to 
work independently. 

On Aug.-10, Admiral Sims received a message from 
Admiral Benson in which he said, “An effort is being 
made to induce American ships to take advantage of the 
‘protection offered by convoy,” and that, “it is not pos- 
sible to compel this, excepting Government-owned or 
chartered vessels, until the Government takes over the 
control of all shipping.” Commenting on this the state- 
ment said, “this was indeed a most discouraging message. 
For at least four months I had been exhausting my vo- 
eabulary in attempting, in both cables and letters, to 
explain this convoy system.” Continuing, the Admiral 
said, “It is very difficult for me now to convey to you” 
(the committee) “the atmosphere which existed at that 
time and the real state of desperation in which I found 
myself, almost daily, during those early months of the 
war. I wish to reiterate there is no question as to 
whether my recommendations to the Navy Department 
were right. The fact remains that they were virtually 
all adopted, in the end. 

“It became evident,” the statement continued, “in the 
early part of my mission abroad, that among the rea- 
sons which were keeping the Department from a whole- 
hearted and vigorous co-operation.in the war was a mis- 
conception of the problem of the defense of our own 
home coast.” From the time of his arrival in England 
he had continuously pointed out to the Department in 
numerous cables and letter that full information was 
available concerning submarine movements, and through- 
out the whole of 1917 and the first few months of 1918, 
he informed the Department continually that no hostile 
submarine operations should be expected on eri- 
can coasts except as a possible diversion for political 
purposes. At the same time he had not overlooked or 
minimized the im of the defense of home waters; 
that, as he had pointed out, such defense in the first year, 
if not throughout the war, was best carried out in the 
submarine zone, where the major activities of the enemy 
were concentrated. The fact was that the enemy was 
about as short of submarines for accomplishing his pur- 
pose as we were of craft for thwarting it. 


SESSION OF MARCH 13. 
Complains of Imperfect Co-ordination. 


On March 13 Admiral Sims continued the reading of 
his statement. He declared that he had been handi- 
capped by a lack of information concerning the Depart- 
ment’s activities and that there was imperfect co-ordina- 
tion with the Allies on the part of the Navy Department. 
“One of the great difficulties of this war, as of all other 
Allied wars, was found to be that of securing effective 
co-operation among the forces of the Allies—the diffi- 
culty of getting team work out of a team made up of 
different nations, the difficulty of different nations sub- 
erdinating many of their own national interests to a 
common end. I want to stress here that because other 
navy departments made errors is no reason whatever for 
our having done the same. This is one of the principal 
objects I had in view in submitting my letter to the De- 
partment—-to invite attention to such mistakes in order 
that they might be avoided in the future.” Continuing, 
the Admiral read, “I wish to make it clear at this point 
that when I first went abroad in March, 1917, my para- 
mount duty was to act as the representative of the Navy 
Department. On April 28, 1917, I was designated to 
command U.S. destroyers operating~from British bases. 
It was not until June 14, 1917, that [ received the title 
of Commander of all the U.S. Naval Forces in European 
waters. From this date then, June 14, 1917, I was in 
command of all of our naval vessels in European waters; 
still the Department continued to carry on negotiations 
direct with the French representatives and with our 
naval attaché in Paris, thereby tending to diminish my 
authority and hence weaken the efficiency of our naval 
participation in Europe. 

“Another striking case of the failure of the Depart- 
ment to send adequate and timely information concern- 
ing its activities, was illustrated in the case of the 
U.S.S. Dixie,” declared the Admiral. “I had been noti- 
fied early in May, 1917, that the Dixie could be sent if 
needed, and had cabled back urgently requesting her ser- 
vices, to add to the repair facilities of the destroyer base. 
I received no further information concerning her sailing 
in spite of my request. On July 10 I received a dis- 
patch for transmittal to the Dixie concerning pay ac- 
counts. A few hours after this dispatch cextvell the 
Dixie herself appeared off Queenstown, and, as it so 
happened, ran right through the middle of a mine field 
laid by submarines a few days before. Similar di 
arose concerning the arrival of the U.8.S. Kanawha, an 
oiler, at the end of June, and in the case of the de- 
stroyers which accom the first two convoys abroad. 
I had had no information concerning the number of de- 
stroyers until actually arrived at St. Nazaire, nor 
did I know, for over a month after the Kanawha had 
sailed for New York, the orders under which she was 
operating. These illustrations should be sufficient to in- 


dicate what I meant in my letter Jan. 7 when I 
Stated tat the Department frequently omitted te ven 
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its naval representative abroad informed of its plans, in- 
tentions and sometimes, moreover, the movements of 
forces into the European area.” 

Herbert Hoover, former National Food Administrator,’ 
who at Admiral Sims’s suggestion had been invited by 
the committee to appear before it, testified at this point. 
He declined to be made a party to the present contro- 
versy and would not make any comment on the actions 
of the Navy Department.- He did say, however, that at 
two periods during the war, one in 1917 and the other 
in 1918, food conditions in Europe were very stringent. 
He thonght that food won the war. Mr. Hooyer an- 
swered all questions very briefly, his testimony being 
concluded in fifteen minutes. 

Resuming the reading of his statement, the Admiral 
Stated that a striking case of failure on tle part of the 
Navy Department to carry out its policy, “as announced 
in its cable of June 24," was found in the disposition ef 
forees at the Azores, wherein events developed so that 
it was difficult to ascertain who was commanding this 


force. Commenting.on the incident, the Admira! said, 
“It is a matter which I prefer should not be given pub- 
licity because of its international aspect.” He requested 
the press to refrain from discussing his testimony at this 
point, Continuing, he asserted that “my recommienda- 
tions were only put into effect by the Navy Department 


after they had been later reiterated by Admiral Mayo” 

On Feb. 13, 1918, a cablegram was received by the 
Admiral from the Navy Department informing him of 
the activities of the German submarines in the waters 
of the Canary Islands, and suggesting that “we establ'sh 
a patrol of the waters about the islands.” In reply he 
cabled: “By agreement with the French ministry, when 
our forces were sent to the Azores, we were to avoid 
waters south of thirty degrees and east of twenty de 
grees, since the French had forces in the Canary Islands. 
British submarines have been dispatched to the vicinity 
of the Canaries in consequence of the activities. I do 
not consider that, with the limited number of units at 
my disposal, any effective patrol of the Canaries and 
vieinity can be established, and that to establish an in- 
effective patrol is merely a waste of effort. Furthermore, 
if forces are drawn from the Azores to patrol Canaries 
region the enemy would doubtless transfer his activities 
back to the Azores. I therefore recommend no change 
from the present disposition of forces on account of 
enemy activities in vicinity of Canaries.” 


SESSION OF MARCH 15. 
Admiral Says He Was Ignored. 


On March 15, resuming the reading of his statement, 

Admiral Sims said, “I always encountered a tendency on 
the part of the Allies to avoid disagreements with our 
Navy Department. It was natural that they should 
show a desire to acquiesce in departmental suggestious 
as far as possible, or at least not to be found at all times 
to be in postition to them.” In the matter of decentral- 
ization of command and that of unity of command the 
Admiral decided to let the conclusions rest with the in- 
veqtigating committee, adding, “It was my aim through- 
out war to insure not only that we should profit from 
Allied successes and experiences, but, what was equally 
important, that we should profit from their errors.” 
_ He charged the Department with impracticable plans 
in. the early months of the war because, he said, “these 
plans were based on incomplete information.” Again he 
charged that he was ignored by the Department as to its 
plans for the conveying of troops to the war area, and 
said, “as an illustration of how completely I was in the 
dark as to the probable movement of these troops, and 
the method to be used in handling them I may say that I 
received information from the British and French au- 
thorities concerning the convoy before I was officially in- 
formed of it by the Department” Furthermore, the 
tentative regulations, providing for all details of troop 
eonvoy, said the Admiral, including their protection in 
the war zone, which were agreed upon by the War and 
Navy Departments, May 26, 1917, signed by President 
Wilson, ries Baker and Daniels, General Bliss 
and Admiral Benson were not known to him, adding, 
“nor did I receive a copy from the Department until 
Oct. 30, 1917, that is, five months later. On June 6, 
1917, he received from the Department “the first infor- 
mation with regard to troop convoys, contained in a 
message signed “Daniels, Secretary of the Navy,” and 
marked “very confidential,” as follows: 

A convoy of American troops to France will sai! about the 9th 
of this month. It is now contemplated to dispatch four convoys, 
in groups of three or four transports, under separate escort. 
The first three groups have troops, and sail at about six hours 
interval. The first groups sre of faster speed. The fourth 
group, bearing animals, will sai) last, and may be delayed. 
All of the groups sail for a meeting piace at sea, the location 
of which you will be informed of later. The meeting place will 
be reached, by the first group, about one week after sailing. 
The third and fourth a in about nine days. I will advise 
you later of the dates and hour of sailing, and of arrival at 
the meeting place. I hereby instruct you to furnish escorts, 
to consist of one division of destroyers for each convoy group, 
from the point of meeting to the port of debarkation. When 
this escort duty is finished those detailed to this service wil] be 
returned to their.present service. Rear Admira) Gleaves will 
accompany the first group, in ‘‘Seattle,’’ and will have command 
of all operations of convoy. 

Commenting on this order Admiral Sims said, “it 
would be impossible to find a more striking example of 
the Department’s insistence upon making decisions, 
based upon — information, than is provided by 
this message. whole scheme showed a complete 
ignorance and disregard of convoy methods. The De 
partment’s action exhibits disregard of the fundamental 
principle of military command, which requires that sub- 
ordinate commanders shall be allowed to exercise their 
initiative, in their own field, in carrying out the mission 

ed them.” He cabled the Department on June 8, 
1917, ¢ that in future “the number and na- 

ionality of ships to be detailed for escort duty be not 

specifically ordered by the Department, but should be de 
termined overseas.”

“It is to be noted in this message,” said the Admiral, 
“that the Department, although recognizing the sound- 
ness of my re tions, still persisted in the first 
plan outlined in its previous cable.” On June 12, 1917, 
the Admiral added, a reply was sent to the Secretary, in 
which he said, “necessary for the safety for future troop 
convoys rendezvous and routes be designated and con- 
trolled from here ( m) based upon latest informe- 
tion enemy activity”; and that troop ships should zig- 
sag together irregularly and that destroyers should zig- 
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zag independently, avoiding regularity of position in ref- 
erence to convoy; that the radio be dispensed with in 
the danger zone except for most important messages. In 
concluding the message said, “It is now practice here to 
furnish escort of one destroyer for single troop trans- 
port, three for two transports, four for three transports, 
and one destroyer per eg es when number is greater 
than four.” The Admiral followed this cablegram with 
a letter the next day outlining for the Department the 
war experience in troop transports and making definite 
recommendations how American troops should be trans- 
ported and protected in the war zone. 

With the permission of the committee Admiral Sims 
inserted a copy of this letter in the records in order to

heads of the Allied navies. 
Arrangement Would Create Confusion. 


On June 17, 1917, the Admiral received a message an- 
pouncing the sailing from New York of three troop con- 
voys, but giving no detailed instructions as to their 


movements on the high seas. The group escort flagships 
were the U.S.S. Seattle, Birmingham and the Charles- 
ton. “It informed me,” be said, “that two convoys would 
pass a designated rendezvous on June 23 and the third 
convoy on June 25 and that the French Admiralty would 
designate the second rendezvous, and would forward the 
same to the convoys, via the destroyers which I was to 


send to meet the convoys at the first rendezvous. It 
would be hard to imagine an arrangement more calcu- 
lated to create confusion. I will not tire the committee 
with a lengthy description of how impossible the plan 
was. Suffice it to say that the safety of the convoys, 
once they got in the war zone, was dependent upon the 
latest information of enemy movement. There was the 
possibility, in fact probability, that the destroyers would 
not be able to find the convoys, ot would be: unable to 
reach the first rendezvous by the time the convoys got 
there. This would leave the convoys in a quandary on 
the high seas as to where to go next. I therefore drove 
through a brief message as follows: 

Please direct convoys to proceed from first rendezvous on 
course east, in absence of other instructions and until escort 
joins. They should use 600 meter wave length, and will re- 
ceive instructions concerning rendezvous, or enemy, from Queens- 
town via Valencia, call sign G C K, or via our destroyers. 
Use Sigcode cypher. 

“The reason for directing them to proceed due east 
was simply to avoid their arriving there without instruc- 
tions as to where to go and in order to make sure of the 
destroyers finding them. Their subsequent movements 
after the destroyers had joined them I hoped to be able 
to straighten out before that time arrived.’ On June 
19, 1917, he was informed that the fourth group had 
sailed with the U.S.S. Hancock as — The mes- 
sage said: “Convoy group number 4, sailed June 17. Will 
arrive at rendezvous with U.S. destroyers, Lat. 47-40, 
north, long. 23-00 west, at 6 a.m. June 28. Communi- 
eate this In most confidential manner to naval attaché, 
Paris.—Signed, Daniels.” In this instance Admiral 
Sims said he was again perplexed, adding, “the last 
sentence of this message was confusing, because I was 
left in doubt as to whether the French were depending 
solely upon me for their information or were getting in- 
dependent information from the Department. I was fur- 
ther confused as to whether the Department expected me 
to provide the destroyer escort in the accompanying con- 
voy. Previous messages had directed me to furnish the 
escort. I therefore cabled asking for this information. 
In the meantime this convoy group was at sea and it 
was nearly half way across the Atlantic before I re- 
ceiyed from the Department informatiéh as to whether 
or not I should furnish destroyer escort for it. On June 
22, 1917, I received the following message from the De- 
partment : 

You are to supply destroyer escort for Army convoy groups 
1, 2, 3 and 4. Please inform the Naval Attaché at Paris.

“No point would be served in going further with the 
detailed messages which were exchanged between London, 
Paris, Queenstown and Brest, concerning the movements 
of these convoys, but, if they were read, it would be an 
impressive demonstration of how confusing the situation 
really was. On July 4, 1917, I received the following 
message from the Secretary: “The Navy Department 
wishes to express its satisfaction at the very efficient 
way in which the escort of convoyed ships has been ac- 
complished.’” The Admiral said: “I wish to make it 
perfectly clear that I make no criticism whatever of the 
commander of the troop convoy. Such confusion and 
difficulty as arose were due to the orders and plans given 
to him by the Navy Department.” He then read an 
extract from the intelligence report of the naval attaché 
at Paris to show that pe movements of the U.S. 
were well known in social circles in Europe. “To show 
how closely military secrets were kept in the U.S.,” 
wrote the naval attaché at Paris, “I have only to state 
that the first knowledge I received of the first convoy 
having actually sailed was in the course of a social con- 
versation with a woman. Further, the naval attaché of 
Paris wrote: “It is not yet understood, generally, what 
Admiral Gleaves and his officers accomplished. If even 
one transport had been sunk it might have resulted in 
disaster to the Allied cause. 

Unsoundness of the military nature of the plans for 
the first convoys and to the danger and confusion which 
resulted were then referred to in the statement. It 
stated that Admiral Sims exchanged many messages with 
the Department early in July, 1917, attempting to point 
out the principal errors which had been committed with 
a view to pets their recurrence. “To sum up,” 
the Admiral said, “I think I can safely po A that if the 
Germans had seriously desired te attack ‘this first con- 
voy, the action taken by the Navy Department and the 
method which it covered provided the Germans with op- 
portunity to obtain information as to the composition 
and route of the convoy. As I pointed out to the De- 
partment in official and personal correspondence, the fact 
that the convoy arrived safely was due in a measure 
to good luck.” 

In a secret report of July 6, 1917, made to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy on the subject of procedure guarding 
the protection of Army convoys in the transatlantic pas- 
aage, the Admiral submitted recommendations as to what 
steps should be taken to assure the safety of future troop 
convoys. “In accordance with the plans proposed,” he 
said, “all that part of our expeditionary Army overseas 
which was transported on American ships was safely 
carried eastward through the war zone without any Joss 
whatever from any enemy action. In view of certain 
slurring remarks made before this committee, in its preyi- 
ous inquiry, concerning the officers of my staff, I wish to 
emphasize the importance of these plans, and also the

Chaplain C. C. Bateman, who is the senior chaplain 
of the U.S. Army, at present on duty with the 13th Cav- 
alry at Fort Clark, Texas, has written an interesting his- 
tory of the post, which has been printed and issued from 
regimental headquarters, in a pamphlet of nine pages 
which tells in brief the history of Fort Clark, from its 
establishment on June 15, 1852, to the present time. The 
post was named after Major John B. Clark, Ist Inf., 
who died Aug. 23, 1847, during the war with Mexico. 
Two companies of the Ist Infantry, accompanied by. an 
advanee and rear guard of mounted rifles, were the first 
troops to arrive at the site of the post. Its altitude is 
1,130 feet above the Gulf of Mexico, and is distant from 
tidewater 250 miles. The site was held by an encamp- 
ment or cantonment for nearly four years before the 
erection of anything like permanent quarters was begun, 
and soldier labor for all purposes was largely employed. 
The present headquarters building was constructed in 
1857. “Guardhouse ‘chronics,’” says Chaplain Bateman, 
“had a hard time in-the old days. One luckless dipso- 
maniac was required to stand on the head of a. barrel 
from reveille to retreat, thirty minutes allowed for meals, 
bearing on the breast and back-a.card upon which was 
drawn in large letters ‘drunkard.’ . Another was made 
to stand upon a large rock under like conditions. . Carry- 
ing a log weighing from twenty-four ‘to sixty pounds 
from rosy morn to dewy eve must have been so common 
as to éxcite no comment. Texans will do anything within 
reason for the soldier- who is ‘playing the game right’; 
and they will help him to learn that, by showing how to 
win out as a man. People with higher and more noble 
impulses do not dwell on the face of the whole earth.”

Camp Pontanezen Before and After. 

The Military Surgeon for March contains an article 
on the medical aspects of Camp Pontanezen, at Brest, 
which plaee was the subject of so much criticism in the 
United States, and also in France, during the earlier 
stages of the United States’ entrance into the World 
War, based on reports made to the office of the Surgeon 
General of the Army by Cols. Guy L. Edie, M. C. Stayer, 
L. L. Smith and Lieut. G. R. Cowgill, all Medical Corps, 
U.S.A. The artiele says: “They show that the princi- 
pal shortcomings of the camp in its early days were: not 
enough roads, no walks, no proper surface inage, in- 
sufficient kitchens, no adequate mess halls, poor Jatrines, 
almost no bathing facilities, mr power delousing facili- 
ties, no sufficient means of d-washing, no means of 
sterilizing mess kits, inadequate water supply and short- 
age of fuel. To explain these lacks it necessary to 
state that there was at first a lack of trained 
personnel; that masses of men arrived before they were 
expected; that there was a shortage of material of all 
kinds and of motor transportation—in short, that the 
tide of men turned before the machine could be reversed 
and made to work in the opposite direction. By April, 
1919, these shortcomings had practically all been cor- 
rected. It may be said that by May and June Camp 
Pontanezen was one of the best military ome used for 
embarkation purposes that had ever been built.”

Cumble, T. A. Harris, Mack F. Clark and M. E. Stuart, 
who were.accused of violating the Espionage and Selec- 
tive Service acta. 
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WHY WE NEED 17,600 ARMY OFFICERS. 

In the course of the discussion of the Army Reorgan- 
ization bill in the House on March 10, Mr. Dent pro- 
posed an amendment that would eliminate Sec. 4 and 
pave the way for his substituting further amendments to 
reduce the commissioned personnel »f the Army from the 
present 18,000 to “something like 14,000 officers.” It de- 
veloped that Mr. Dent held a strong prejudice against 
the single list system of promotion, and he declared that 
“this whole bill has been written around the theory” of 
the single list. He declared that the bill provided 100 
per cent. more field officers than could be used in an 
«xrmy of the strength established by the measure as writ- 
ten, and-he showed his objection to the single list pro- 
motion plan again by challenging “any men who favors 
this bill to tell us where in the world you are going to 
use 300 extra colonels.” We take it that Mr. Dent was 
not as ignorant as he pretended to be regarding the need 
for the 17,600 officers provided for in this bill. Before 
the 18,000 officers’ bill was passed in September of last 
year it was made perfectly clear to the members of Con- 
gress that the functioning of a modern army was condi- 
tioned on a much larger commissioned strength than that 
necessary under pre-war organizations. This was demon- 
strated so completely that the 18,000 officers’ bill became 
law, and by it were kept alive four services new to our 
Army that resulted from the experiences of the war. 

Mr. Greene of Vermont threw the light of his pro 
found knowledge of the basic principles of military law, 
and what he likes to call its philosophy, on this subject 
of why we need as many officers as provided for in the 
bill under discussion, which, he declared, “is not a top- 
heavy proposition so far as the commissioned officers are 
concerned.”” Mr. Greene showed that “the commissioned 
personnel is the only part of the Army that starts out to 
make a life work of professional military service, and is 
therefore the only part of the Army that is in the Ser- 
vice for life. The enlisted force ebbs and flows in vary- 
ing strength by individual enlistments for varying peri- 
ods. The ratio of enlisted men to officers at all times is 
dependable upon the number of enlisted men that hap- 
pens to be brought in at the time being set off against the 
existing number of permanent officers. But there is ne 
true military ratio to be reckoned upon such figures be 
tween them and these officers, except those that are at- 
tached for distinct tactical purposes to distinct tactical 
units.” He went on to show that the so-called ratio of 
six officers to every 100 men “is not an exact or military 
ratio at all,” adding: “In many instances you could 
probably have much more than 100 men opposed to siz 
officers and function properly; in some you might have 
much less, perhaps.” 

“As it is thus presented,” he continued, “it is only a 
mathematical problem to be worked out on a_ black- 
board. You divide one sum by another and get six for a 
quotient and say that must be the ratio therefor; where- 
as it is only a quotient. That is not the reason for the 
17,600 commissioned officers. You cannot fix in a mili: 
tary establishment like ow®s an arbitrary ratio of com- 
missioned personnel to enlisted strength. I will give an 
illustration. In an Infantry company there is a captain 
and two lieutenants. In a Field Artillery battery, which 
corresponds to that unit in the other arm, there is a 
captain and four lieutenants, while the headquarters 
company at every one of those regiments may be com- 
manded by a captain and first lieutenant,-with no second 
lieutenant at all. You cannot establish a ratio from 
such discrepancies as that, and that is only a glimpse at 
the conditions. 

“Here is one of the things we are trying to do under 
the philosophy of this bill: To assign as many men as 
possible to as many tactical units as may be provided of 
such enlisted strength as we may have and organize such 
enlisted units, skeletonized if they have to be, into nine 
divisions; then have in this country constantly at work 
for training and educational purposes one, two or three, 
or as Many as we can raise, of these divisions organized, 
equipped and operated exactly as we did over on the line 
in France, run our commissioned personnel of the line 
and the staff right through that demonstrating machine 
day in and day out and month in and month out through 
the years to come to give military training and education 
to our officers and men. Now, along with that we are 
going to send men to the various service schools that 
have been set up in the Army, through which they must 
follow continuous courses arfanged on a very scientifie 
scheme ‘and schedule, and which, as we hope and-expect, 
will be in a constant state of progressive military educa- 
tion. Because, you see, eventually these men we are 
starting in as second lieutenants must some day turn out 
to be men of high field and gentral rank, the men whe 
are not then going to look after the company drills and 


‘administration, but are going to plan*battles for us as 
‘prigade, division and corps commanders. And you must 


have som process for the gradual working up to that re 
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sponsibility shouiaatt a system of such tested education 
and administration as_—will keep these officers on their 
feet all the while. In all this I have said nothing of the 
demand for Regular Army officers a8 instructors of the 
National Guard, of Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
units at schools and colleges, of various training camps, 
or in other miscellaneous capacities, all authorized by 
law at this time, and all taking them away from duty 
with tactical units of the Regular Army. 

“Now, here is another phase that ‘comes into it: It is 
true, of course; that in order to start a man out in any 
life work &nywhere you have got to offer him some rea- 
sognable prospect of promotion. He has to expect to get 
somewhere as the result of his efforts, and the problem 
as it is imvolved in this thing is to try to lay out a 
schedule of grades of commissioned rank in the Army 
that will serve at least two purposes, one to take care of 
the garrison, the training, and the domestic police func- 
tions which the Army is always expected to perform, 
and, second, that of preparing its own individual per- 
sonnel through systems of such administration, experi- 
mentation and training as to be ready .o expand to help 
in the command of that great citizen soldiers’ Army that 
must always be raised to meet any great emergency. So 
we must prepare in peace times for this war service of 
officers, for, if we have learned one lesson out of this 
war, it is that hereafter the citizen-soldier armies are 
1 | to be’‘raised by the hundreds of thousands but by the 
millions. And if we had had more trained Regular offi- 
cers of experience and maturity to sprinkle out over our 
millions of citizen-soldiers—not to take entire charge of 
them, but sprinkled among those millions, the levies that 
we raised in 1917—and helped to leaven the lump, we 
would have bettered our training and made speedier 
progress, and perhaps have avoided some of the melan- 
choly experiences that we did have as it was.” 

Here is the reason why we need 17,600 officers for the 
Army and why the Army is desirous of having the single 
list system of promotion adopted. We doubt if any mem- 
ber of Congress can present an argument sufficiently 
sound to controvert Mr. Greene’s admirable and lucid 
explanation of the philosophy of the Reorganization bill's 
provision of commissioned personnel and of the single list 
promotion system. What we have quoted from his re- 
marks in the House summarizes the whole principle of 
the need of more officers for the new Army than were 
thought necessary for the old Army. Times change and 
we change with them or we fall behind in correct mili- 
tary standards and principles. 
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PROSPECTIVE VACANCIES IN REGULAR ARMY. 
Caused. by Army Reorganization Bill. 


The House Army Reorganization bill (H.R.12775), 
which is expected to pass this week, calls for an increase 
of 6,306 in the commissioned strength of the Regular 
Army, exclusive of general officers, band leaders and 
Philippine Scouts. On March 1 there were 3,163 vacan- 
cies in the commissioned personnel, making a. prospective 
total of 9,449 vacancies if the bill is passed without 
change. There were 19,968 Class 3 emergency officers 
Msted as qualified to take examination for permanent 
appointment, but 14,498 have taken their discharges 
aince the armistice, leaving 5,470 in the Service. In addi- 
tion there are still in the Service 2,661 emergency offi- 
eers who have not been classified in Class 3, and 1,261 
officers retained for physical reconstruction. 

The prospective vacancies by arms of service shown in 
tae appended table are, of course, subject to change due 
tw the provisions of the bill for increases or decreases of 
ten per cent. in the individual arms and also to changes 
eaused by resignations and other separations from the 
Service. The miscellaneous item, furthermore, includes 
the detached officers whose distribution among arms of 
gervice is undetermined. In this tabulation the Porto 
Bico regiment is included in the Infantry, the low Cay- 
ery total takes into account the 349 officers reduced in 
the House bill, and it does not note the Motor Transport 
Corps, Sanitary Corps or Tank Corps, which are not 
provided for under the present law or in the House bill:

Of the 5,407 Class 3 officers still in the Service, 704, or 
only thirteen per cent., have requested transfer from the 
arm in which they are serving. The favorite arms are 
the Infantry and. Cavalry, 143 and 175, respectively, 
asking appointment to these, with seventy-six applying 
for the appointments in the Quartermaster Corps, and 
fifty-seven for appointments in the Motor Transportation 
Corps. The Air Service apparently has lost some of its 
attractiveness, for only, thirty officers desire appoint- 
ments to it. Thirty-two ask for appointments to the 
Field Artillery, thirty-six to the Corps of Engineers, 
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forty-three to The Adjutant General's Department, 
thirty-six to: the J.A.G. Department, fifteen to the Ord- 
nance Department, twelve to the Coast Artillery, the 
remaining officers asking for appointments in the remain- 
ing arms and Corps.

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THE PAY BILL SITUATION. 


Chairman Page of the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs and Chairman Butler and Representative Kelley 
of the House Committee on Naval Affairs conferred on 
March 18 in an endeavor to reach a compromise on the 
pay situation. Chairman Butler declared the House 
leaders and the Rules Committee were opposed to in- 
creases for the commissioned personnel of the Services 
and demanded that consideration of increase pay be con- 
fined to the enlisted personnel of the Navy alone. Chair- 
man Butler also stated that it had been impossible to 
engage the attention of the majority leaders in the 
House for the purpose of gaining consideration for in- 
creased pay for the officers and men of the Army and 
related services. Chairman Page said that he was in 
hopes that the House leaders would at the eleventh hour 
condescend to recognize the dire need of the commis- 
sioned and enlisted personnel of all the Services. Asked 
if there was a probability of a conference on pay for 
the Navy only, Senator Page replied that, although the 
Senate conferees were cognizant of the distress of the 
Army because of inadequate pay, he felt that in order 
to accomplish something at least under present condi- 
tions he would agree to a conference whereby the needs 
of the Navy might be adjusted. . 

Immediately following the passage of the Army Reor- 
ganization bill in the House on March 18 Representa- 
tive Caldwell of New York sought recognition to make 
an inquiry as to the pay bill. The chair, however, rec- 
ognized Chairman Butler of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, who introduced the Naval Appropriation bill for 
consideration of the Committee of the Whole House, 
thus effectually blocking an attempt to secure the ap- 
pointment of conferees on the pay bill. 





In connection with the statement of Leader Mondell 


on March 16 that increase in pay would “involve ex- 
penditures of possibly several hundred million dollars 
per annum.” Members of Congress declared that there 
is available $71,000,000 of appropriations for pay of all 
the Services, which has accumulated because of the fact 
that none of the Services has operated with its author- 
ized strength during the current fiseal year, and that 
this amount will more than meet the estimate of in- 
crease for all the Services provided for in the amended 
Kelley bill—approximately $59,000,080. In addition the 
U.S. Marine Corps has just turned back to the U.S. 
Treasury about $50,000,000 of unexpended war appro- 
priations. And, further, the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts, Navy Department, is also turning into the 
Treasury approximately half a million dollars a day ac- 
eruing from the sales of Navy war material. 
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R.O.T.C. CONFERENCE AT WAR DEPARTMENT. 

The second conference in furtherance of the develop- 
ment of Reserve officers sby means of the R.O.T.C. sys- 
tem was held at the War Department, Washington, D&., 
March 12-13. At this conference members of the General 
Staff met superintendents and other representatives of 
the high schools for the purpose of considering various 
problems connected with the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps and the high schools. Col. William Lassiter, assis- 
tant director War Plans Division, General Staff, opened 
the conference and it was under his direction, owing to 
the absence of Major Gen. William G. Haan; director of 
the division. The Army officers (professors of military 
science and tactics) present were: Col. G. H. Morgan, 
Nashville, Tenn.; Major J. S. Young, jr., Detroit, Mich. ; 
Capts. O. S. Wood, representing the Board of Educa- 


tion, St. Joseph, Mo., E. E. Fuller, Cleveland, Ohio, and : 


F. L. Beals, Chicago, and Lieut. W. E. Smith, Philadel- 
phia. The departments were represented by the follow- 
ing: Eastern, Col. Arthur Thayer; Northeastern, Col. 
Guy G. Palmer; Southeastern, Col. George 8S. Goodale; 
Central, Col. William H. Qury; Southern, Col. A. 8S. 
Williams ; Western, Col. Moor N. Falls. The Army offi- 
cers on March 15 took part in a conference arranged by 
the R.O.T.C. Branch of the War Plans Divisien, and the 
day was devoted to the discussion of the segregation of 
units, the effect of physical examinations; a survey of the 
colleges for the extension of the R.O.T.C,, supervision at 
department headquarters, camps for schools and camps 
to accommodate engineering schools, and other related 
matters.

PLANNING Navy AVIATION ORGANIZATION. 

Predicated on the knowledge that since the distribution 
of the functions of the Division of Naval Aviation among 
the various bureaus of the Navy Department, the avia- 
tion activities of the Navy have demonstrated the neces- 
sity for an organization having centralized authority, 
plans are now under consideration in the Navy Depart- 
ment looking toward the attainment of such centraliza- 
tion as will promote aviation in the Navy to its fullest 
possible extent, In the summer of 1919, when the decen- 
tralization order went, into effect, the director of_nayal 
aviation was attached as an aid to operations, and ‘the 
director’s assistants distributed among seven bureaus, In 
the naval districts the commandant directed schools, sta- 
tions and depots for aviatien, whilein the fleets the com- 
mander of fleet aviation detachment was an aid to the 
fleet commander, and each ship commander had under 


him an aviation detachment. This scattering of the 

tion organisation has proved cumbersome, and a 
matters necessarily had to travel a long way and by vari- 
ous paths that promoted anything but co-ordination. 
Secretary Daniels; who has been opposed to the set 

up of a separate bureau or division for aviation, is in 
receptive attitude for improvement in the Navy Depart- 
ment, it is believed, and the purposes of the study being 
made with a view to centralization are to devise so com- 
plete, time-saving and money-saving an organization that 
it will warrant the Secretary giving it his very earnest | 
consideration. One scheme approaches the unit idea as 
exemplified in the U.S. Marine Corps, complete in itself 
to co-ordinate aviation afloat and ashore, here and 
abroad. Another plan, which avoids the setting up of a 
separate bureau, is based on a co-ordinating organization 
to function under the Chief of Operations somewhat 
along the lines followed during the war. Aviation per- 
sonnel, both in the Navy Department, with the Fleets 
and at the stations, have apparently come to a unani- 
mous conclusion that Fleet organization must be estab- 
lished so as to secure a better co-ordination with the bu- 
reaus of the Department than is possible with the pres- 
ent decentralized organization, or greater development of 
Fleet aviation will be seriously retarded. The Navy au- 
thorities on aviation are also making a.study of plans for 
a central organization of purchase and supply for all the 
Government's aviation activities. All these plans and _ 
studies will be submitted to the Secretary of the Navy 
within a few months.

AMERICAN AND FRENCH OFFICERS EXCHANGE. 
Arrangements have been made between the French and 
American Armies of Occupation for an exchange of offi- 
cers for training purposes. Three officers of the U.S. 
Army, one each from the Cavalry, Infantry and Artil- 
lery, are attached for,a period of three weeks to units of 
their own branch of the Service in the French Army of 
the Rhine, and vice versa. The plan agreed upon pro- 
vides a means of gaining for each command the advan- 
tages of the experience in the methods of military train- 
ing carried on by the two nations and for keeping up an 
interchange of ideas between the two forces. A similar 
exchange between the U.S. Army and the British Army 
of the Rhine has been agreed upon and will be put into 
effect after the readjustments in the size and establish- 
ment of the British Rhineland force, now in progress, 
have been completed. At the end of each three weeks’ 
period three officers will be exchanged and the arrange- 
ment continued during the coming months to obtain a 
continuous interchange of military training and experi- 
ence. The officers assigned for the first three weeks, be- 
gining Feb. 19, from the American forces are Lieut. M. 
A. Davis, jr., Mounted Detachment; Lieut. 8. N. Be- 
vans, 6th Field Art.; Lieut. H. R, Boynton, jr., 8th Inf, 
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MipDsHIPMEN’s CRUISE TO PaciFIc OCEAN. 

At a conference March 16, when Secretary Daniels 
met with Admiral Henry B. Wilson, commander-in-chief 
Atlantic Fleet, Admiral Hugh Rodman, commander-in- - 
chief Pacific Fleet, Admiral Robert EB. Coontz, chief of . 
Naval Operations, and Rear Admiral Thomas Washing- 
ton, chief Bureau of Navigation, it was decided that the 
practice cruise for the midshipmen would embrace a trip 
to the Pacific’ ocean the coming summer. Under the im- 
mediate command of Vice Admiral Hilary P. Jones, with 
the U.S.S. Connecticut as flagship, the practice squadron 
will be composed of the U.S.S. Kansas, Michigan, South 
Carolina, Minnesota and New Hampshire. The proposed 
itinerary will take.in Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, Panama 
Canal Zone, Hawaiian Islands, Puget Sound, San Fran- 
cisco, San Pedro and San Diego, Calif. The cruise is to 
begin June 5 and end Aug. 28, and it is expected that 
1,500 midshipmen will be quartered aboard the ships, 
The exact details of the cruise will be prepared by Vice 
Admiral Jones after consultation with Rear Admiral 
Archibald H. Seales, superintendent of the U.S. Naval 
Academy. 
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Jorn? MaNEUvERS, ATLANTIC AND PACIFIC FLEETS. 
Joint maneuvers of the United States Atlantic and 
Pacific Fleets have been decided upon, to be held in 
Panama Bay early in January, 1921. The decision was” 
arrived at on March 15 at a conference of Admirals 
Wilson and Rodman and Secretary Daniels. The two 
fleets will assemble shortly after the New Year for drills, 
exercises and various inter-fleet competitions. The re- 
spective dispositions of the Atlantic and Pacific Fleets 
and the itineraries and schedules. under which they will 
work will shortly be prepared by the commanders-in-chief 
of the fleets, it was stated at the Navy Department. The 
joint-maneuver plan follows out the long-sought oppor-

Qn Aug. 2, 1917, he was informed by the Department 
that arrangements had been made for handling all com- 
munications with regard to troop movements and of 
Army supplies, whereby the communications would go 
by way of the Force Commander in London, as had 
been recommended by the Admiral. Further the Admiral 


said 
“Horrified” at “Leak” Concerning Ship Movements. 


“All the recommendations I had made in regard to 
restricting communications to one channel, had been fully 
discussed at Paris, during the naval conference there at 
the end of July, 1917. and the recommendations were 
made only after a full discussion with General Pershing, 
and with the Chief of Staff of the French navy. They 
agreed with me absolutely, and the British authorities 
were also in complete accord. General Pershing assured 
me that he would cable the War Department that all 
communications concerning troop movements should pass 
only through the Navy, and the French and British 
Chiefs of Staff also assured me that they would instruct 
their officials in America to discontinue sending any in- 
formation about troop movements. I might add that one 
cause of great concern about this matter of communica- 
tiens was the fact that I was horrified to find, during my 
visit to Paris, that information about these convoys com- 
ing over was known in official and social circles, even 
before General Pershing knew about it himself. It ap- 
pears that the various Allied naval attachés and mis- 
sions in America had been picking up all kinds of in- 
formation, here and there, and telegraphing it to their 
governments. The same thing had been true of the War 
Department. .After my recommendations were put into 
effect, this leakage of information ceased, and it became 
fossible to handle the great volume of Army shipping 
with comparative secrecy. . . I remember General 
Pershing telling me at this time, that is, at the end of 
July, 1917, that an Army of 1,000,000 men on the west- 
ern front would require 50,000 tons of freight a day. In 
other words, this would require a total of five 10,000-ton 
eargo ships arriving every day, or 150 every month. It 
would have required a total of nearly 5,000,000 tons of 
shipping to have kept this Army constantly supplied witb 
all necessary equipment, food, munitions, artillery, etc. ; 
and it was very clear from the first, as I have already 
pointed out, that unless shipping could be saved at this 
time, it would probably be impossible for America ever 
to support an Army in France. I was, therefore, com- 
pletely in accord with the Secretary of the Navy in his 
attitude set forth in the following cablegram, which I 
received on July 28, 1917: 

The paramount duty of the destroyers in European waters is 
principally the proper protection of transports with American 

. Be certain to detail an adequate convoy of destroyers, 
and in making the detail bear always in mind that everything 
is secondary to having a sufficient number to insure protection 
to American troops. 

“I realized that in order to properly protect American 
troops abroad, it’ would be necessary to protect and to 
save enough of the Allied shipping to keep this Army in 
France. The Navy Department must also have realized 
this but did not appear to give it due weight. 

“As an illustration of how close and cordial were the 
relations between mystaff and that of General Pershing, 
and of how completely we were in agreement, it may be 
interesting to refer to a cable which I sent General Per- 

i en Jan. 4, 1918, in reply te a request from him 
with regard to the routing and handling of Army trans- 
ports. My message of Jan. 4, 1918, was as follows:

Eonsdiees of original destinations, I shali at any time, on your 
request, divert cargo vessels, fuel ships, anima! transports, or 
mechanical transports, to any port you desire. This diversion 
can be made at your convenience, at any time while the vessels 
are en route, or after arrival on this side. Our plans provide 
for diverting vessels from one port to another, at any time, to 
facilitate your operations. You will appreciate that, with troo 
transports, the utmost safety must be assured, combined wit 
secrecy of movements. are many considerations that 
cannot be placed before you in a cable. For this reason I 
directed Commander Kurtz, on Jan. 2, to proceed from London 
to your Paris headqnarters, to present certain considerations. 
If the result of this conference was unsatisfactory, I request 
you will do me the honor of sending an <fiicer to London to 
present your further wishes in this matter. I fully appreciate 
the urgency of the situation, my dear General, and will leave 
nothing undone to assist your operations in every way. 

“It will be noted that there never was any question 
about my recognition that the primary mission of the 
forces under my command was the protection of Ameri- 
ean troops and supplies.”

length; solving of the problem of how Norwegian territoria] 
waters could be closed; d@ of co-operating with the 
Grand Fleet and of securing the consent of the commander of 
the Fleet to laying mine fie with an untried electrical device 
in arears through which and over which the Grand Fleet neces:

“With the exception of the first, fifth, sixth and four- 
teenth all of these —= would have been presented 
in case a barrier of nets and ordinary horn mines had 
been undertaken and such a barrier would have pre- 
sented these further problems: Production of about three 
times as many mines with a corresponding increase in 
the times required for production and laying and in the 
tonnage required for their transportation; establishment 
of a base on the coast of Norway as a haven for small 
patrol vessels or the employment on the patrol of large 
vessels able to remain at sea a long time and in all 
weathers. 

“It is apparent that, until solutions of all these prob- 
lems had been assured, the barrage could not be delnitely 
decided upon, and the actual laying of mines could not 
be begun until the problems had been actually solved. 
As soon as the project was decided u its execution 
became one of the activities of the U.S. naval forces in 
European waters under my command. It therefore was 
incumbent upon me to assure myself, before giving my 
concurrence, not only that it was a practicable project, 
but that it promised to be reasonably effective and could 
be executed without serious detriment to the efficiency of 
the other anti-submarine measures which were already 
being carried out. 

Th whole project was executed in a manner reflecting 
credit on all concerned in it; the bureaus of the Navy 
Department that produced the mines and mining material 
and that fitted out the mine laying vessels (the most 
suitable and efficient employed by any of the Allied 
navies) ; the officers who trained the personnel in mine 
laying and who controlled the actual operations; the offi- 
cers who established and equipped the bases in Scot- 
land; the officer who commanded the whole force en- 
gaged and was, in the first instance, responsible for the 
success of the whole operation; and the personnel, offi- 
cers and men, who worked out the project to a successful 
conclusion. .From the time, at which the project was 
undertaken, it had my full“support and approval as a 
subsidiary measure, designed to depress enemy morale, 
and to accomplish the destruction of a certain number 
of enemy submarines. 

“It would, perhaps, be unnecessary for me to make this 
statement but for the assertion which Las been made and 
widely circulated that the Department had proposed and 
had from the first favored this project and that I was 
about the only officer of the Navy who had ever opposed 


it. 

“It should be fully understood as I will explain in de- 
tail in a moment, that I never opposed the northern 
mine barrage as a valuable supplementary anti-subma- 
rine measure when once the material and the tonnage 
were available to make such a barrage possible. There 
is a distinction with regard to the mine barrage which 
has been lost sight of. As an achievement it stands as 
one of the wonders of this war. No such project in naval 


warfare had ever before been carried out more success- . 


fully. It is entirely beyond my power to give adequate 
expression to the admiration which I have for the or- 
ganization in the U.S. which produced the mines, mine- 
layers and mining material and sent them abroad, and 
for the brave and efficient officers and sailors who were 
instrumental in the laying of this barrage; but as a 
matter of policy there is a very great difference between 
a mine barrage carried out as a suseful supplementary 
measure and the proposal to make such a barrage our 
principal activity, when, in view of the fact that a year’s 
preparation was necessary before so gigantic a project 
could be carried into effect, the war would have been Jost 
before we could have assembled the material for such a 
barrage, or could have found the tonnage to carry this 
material to Europe.” 

Admiral Sims then repeated his statement that “the 
Department itself recognized, in the end, the impractica- 
bility of the plans they had themselves earlier proposed” 
and that this was demonstrated by its adoption of his 
proposals; that there was no disagreement between him- 
self and the Navy Department as to the soundness of the

in his testimony he asserted that in order to prop- 
te 
essential to have in the war zone a sufficient num- 


ber of ca officers, and that the Secretary recognized 
this in his report for the year 1918.° “In the meantime 
I had endeavored to secure the services of a number of 


officers who had come to Europe on. Armed Guard or 
other duty. Thus, for example, the steamship New York 
had been mined on entering Liverpool, on my ar#ival at 
that port. It became necessary, therefore, for her to 
remain there some time for repairs. At the same time 
I learned that the Minnesota was tied up in London and 
would not sail for some time. At my request the naval 
attaché, therefore, cabled the Department requesting that 
the Armed Guard officers of these steamers be assigned 
to temporary duty to help out in London. The Depart- 
ment approved this April 28.” In May, he said, the De- 
partment disapproved his recommendation that these offi- 
cers be placed on permanent duty in Europe. 

On June 11, 1917, the Admiral sent a dispatch through 
the State Department to the Secretary of the Navy at 
the instance of the British Admiralty, requesting that a 
U.S. Navy officer be assigned to Admiral Sims for ex- 
elusive duty in the Admiralty in connection with duties 
concerning convoys and selection of rendezvous and other 
duties concerning ‘movement of government ships as 
affected by the submarine campaign. “This recommen- 
dation,” said Admiral Sims, “I repeated in my letter of 
June 20 and in dispatches.on July 1, 3, 5, 9 and 14, 
without ever receiving an answer, and therefore, finally, 
I was compelled to order the commander of one of the 
Queenstown destroyers to duty in London in order to 
take charge of this important work, upon which the lives 
of our as well as losses of valuable cargoes, was 
dependent.” Continuing the Admiral! said: “I only wish 
I were capable of describing the conditions existing in 
my office at that time. We were established in two small 
rooms in the embassy, which had been kindly given us 
by the Ambassador, only at the expense of additional 
crowding of embassy officials. Dispatches were pouring 
in on us every day. This is the period when we got a 
business man, a former American naval officer,,to come 
in and help us, and also obtained the assistance of some 
stenographers from American business firms in London. 

“I will not even attempt to describe thi sremarkable 
situation further than to say that the reason I became so 
insistent was that we had reached the limit of physical 
endurance of the personnel available. There were simply 
not enough minutes in the day to accomplish the work 
that had to be accomplished, and with such important 
questions as troops moving on the high seas, dependent 
upon us for direction and control, it was quite within 
the range of possibility that a mistake might be made 
which would have resulted in disaster.” 

Additions to His Staff. 

Again referring to his need for the addition of experi- 
enced officers to his staff, Admiral Sims said: “At the 
end of July I also pointed out, in cables to the Depart- 
ment, how essential it was, in order to insure quickness 
and certainty in our communications, that I should be 
sent capable officers, familiar with cable communications, 
with code work and with radio. On July 23 I received a 
message from the Department finally announcing the 
sailing of Captain Twining as my chief of staff, with 
two lieutenant commanders as aids, and also two lieu- 
tenants for communication and radio duty, for which I 
had specifically requested assistance.” 

In a letter of Nov. 15, 1917, Admiral Sims again in- 
formed the Department of the continued necessity for 
additional assistance; that practically the entire time of 
his staff was then given over to administrative «ities, 
which could not be avoided, he said, and for which the 
staff is inadequate, adding, “The point that it is de- 
sired to stress, however, is that with the present staff 
here it is entirely impossible to keep the Department in- 
formed fully of the progress of the war, and particularly 
to asgist it in the formulation of plans for the future.” 
In a personal letter to Admiral Benson on Oct. 9, 1917. 
Admiral Sims pointed out the necessity for an increased 
staff, stating: “You will note, from the reports to he 
made by Admiral Mayo, the amount of information his 
large staff was able to dig out in a comparatively short 
space of time. I am glad to say that the officers 
and men who have been sent over eased up things con- 
siderably. Upon the arrival of Admiral Benson in 
Europe in November, 1917, said the Admiral, that officer 
was convinced in a few days of the absolute necessity for 
the establishment of a permanent war staff in England 
as a part of the plans of the Admiralty, and accordingly 
this was recommended by Admiral Benson. Commenting 
upon this, Admiral Sims said: “Thus a recommendation 
which I had been making for six months was not carried 
into effect until Admiral Benson, during his short stay in 
London, convinced himself that it was justified.” 

“During the first period of the war,” he said, “the 
Department refused to permit me to enroll in the Naval 
Reserve capable Americans who had special knowledge 
and who offered their services; that the Department re- 
fused to trust to my discretion any promotion of these 
office thereby doing a serious injustice to the men 
themselves by failing to recognize really distinguished 
service; and also occasioning me great embarrassment.” 
Only in August, 1917, did- Admiral Sims receive the 
necessary authority to enroll twelve Reserve officers, 
adding: “Répeatedly throughout the following year I 
requested authority to enroll further officers in the Re- 
serve, as the requirements grew, but received no such 
authority’ until March, 1918, and then only for five offi- 
cers.” He added that no regular method of promotion of 
officers in the Reserve Force on European duty was es- 
tablished until late in the war, although he had re- 
peatedly ed their promotion. He inserted inte the 
records tabulated reports of the approximate number of 
officers and men on duty in European waters at different 
periods during the war, together with a statement of the 
number of ships and shore stations which were under 
the Admiral’s command in European waters during those 


periods. 
Navy’s Achievements in War. 


Commenting on the volume of correspondence carried 
on by his headquarters in Europe, Admiral Sims stated 
that in July, 1918, a total of 353 letters and 268 cables 
were sent and received. In September, 1918, 11,500 cables 
passed through the headquarters, nearly 8,000 letters re- 
ceived and 7,000 letters dispatched, making over 30,000 
communications that were handled during this one 
month. Testifying as te the Navy's achievements during 
the war the Admiral added that “The Allies themselves 
have tedly assured us of the vital services rendered 
by our Navy to the Allied cause, and we of the Navy can 
take pride in the record that was achieved. Great as this 

was, I think I have said enough to convince you 
that it would have been infinitely more éffective if the 
policies ultimately ted by the Navy, and which can 
be found set forth in Secretary of the Navy’s report 
of 1918, had been put into effect from the moment we en-* 


tered the war, instead of after dangerous delay of mang 
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months. The achievements of the Navy should 
gain greater importance in the public mind when it is 
realized, outside of the Service, that they were accom- 
plished, not beeause of an eyual amount of efficiency in 
the higher command which directed them, but im spite of 
long delays, in action and violations of fundamental mil- 
itary principles committed by the high command in the 
lirst menths of the war. In other words, the personnel 
of the Navy afloat, in accomplishing the mission assigned 
them, bad to struggle with the enemy and also endure 
the handicap of a vaciliating policy and of misdirection 
such as I have repeatedly pointed out in the cases which 
I have reviewed before this committee.” 

in connection with the work rendered by the destroyer 
patrol, he said that during the first six or eight months 
of the operations of U.S. destroyers in the critteal zone 
of submavine warfare, “these destroyers were at tea an 


average of sixty per cent. of the time. They were out in 
all sorts of weather, enduring great hardships, at a time 
and in areas where their nerves were naturally at, ten- 


sion all the time because of the possibility of a submarine 
attack when least expected.” Continuing, the Admiral 
said: “At the end ofAugust the Department, in taking 
under consideration plans for the equipment and man- 
ping of new destroyers, decided, as I had previously 
recommended, to send naval personnel abroad for train- 
ing and service in the destroyer force, and later on, in 
October, 1917, a large number of men and a number of 
reserve officers were sent to Queenstown. 

“I have at vo time during this investigation,” said the 
Adniral, “made any reflections upon any naval officer in 
our Service, and I have no intention so to do. It would 
serve no useful purpose and would not contribute to the 
good of the Navy, which is the one interest which actu- 
ates me.” 

SESSION OF MARCH 18. 
Admiral Sims Ends Testimony. 


Admiral Sims on Mareh 18 ended the reading of his 
statement, saying: “I have now concluded my introduc- 
tion of testimony and documentary evidence im substan- 
tiation of the statements made in my letter to the Navy 
Department of Jan. 7, 1920, regarding the military errors 
committed by the Navy Department in the initiation and 
conduct of the war. The official documentary evidence 
jncorporated in the hearings establishes the following 
facts: ee ae 

1. That, in spite of the fact that war had been going on for 
nearly three years, and our entry into it had been imminent at 
least from Feb. 2, 1917, the vessels of the Navy were not ready 
for war service when the U.S. entered. 2. That the first few 
months after America entered the war were extremely critical 
ones for the whole Allied cause, due to the success of enemy sub- 
marines. 3.° ‘That this critical situation was made clear to 
the Navy Department a few days after America entered the war, 
and repeatedly thereafter by cables and letters, and supported 
by independent advices to the Government from the American 
Ambassador in London and by Mr. Hoover in person. 4. That 
the Navy Department supplied me with no plans or policy cover- 
ing our participation in the war for three months after our 
entry. thercin. 5. That, having information as to the critical 
situation of the Allies, the Navy Department did not prompily 
assist them, and thereby prolonging the war by delaying the 
sending of anti-submarine vessels, none reaching Europe for 
nearly a month after war was declared, and three months 
elapsing before thirty vessels arrived. 6. That the Navy De- 
partment failed to appreciate the military value of time. 7. That 
the Navy Department violated fundamental military principles 
in attempting to formulate war plans of operation without hav- 
ing sufficient knowledge of the whole situation. 8. That the 
Department's representative with the Allied admiralties was not 
supported during the most critical months of the war either by 
the adequate personne! or by thé adequate forces that could 
have been supplied. 9. That the Navy Department violated 
fundamental military principles in dispersing forces away from 
the critical area in order to meet diversions of the enemy. 10. 
That the Navy Department, in the first three months of the war, 
attempted the direction of details although three thousand miles 
distant from the scene of active operations, where the situation 
was changing from day to day. 11. That the Navy Depart- 
ment, in not clearly defining the responsibility and delegating 
authority to its representative in Europe, failed to follow sound 
priaciples, common alike to the business and military profes- 
sions. 12. That the Navy Department, by controlling the opera- 
tions and movements of certain forces within the war area, vio- 
lated the fundamental military principle of unity of command, 
13. That the Navy Department failed to keep its representative 
abroad completely informed as to its plans affecting dispatch 
and disposition of forces in the war zone, and frequently reached 
decisions in such matters through information gained from 
sources other than its representative in the war zone. 

“In no part of my testimony have I charged the re- 
sponsibility for any of the failures enumerated against 
any person, but I have tried to make it clear that the 
responsibility for these failures rests, in my opinion, upon 
the Navy Department as an organization rather than 
upon any individual.” resumed the Admiral. “If any in- 
dividual was responsible, wholly or in part, for the fail- 
ures I have pointed out the fact would necessarily have 
to be developed by persons who were in a position to 
know the inner workings of the Department during the 
period in question. My official knowledge extends only 
to the doors of the Department and not beyond them. 
The fact that numerous letters and cable dispatehes which 
I have submitted in evidence bear the signature of this 
or that person, is not to be taken as an indication that 
I believe the signer personally responsible for the action 
indicated. They merely indicate that the letter or dis- 
patch was official and written with the authority of the 
Navy Department as an organization. 

“My testimony has been devoted almost entirely to 
pointing out defects in the administration of the Navy 
in the first few months of the war. This does not mean 
that I have been insensible to the splendid work done by 
the Navy at large or by the bureaus and other offices of 
the Navy Department. I have, at different times, in 
letters to the chiefs of the bureaus of the Navy Depart- 
ment, and to other officials, including the Chief of Naval 
Operations, expressed my personal satisfaction at the 
splendid way in which many of my requests had been 
mt, particularly during the latter part of the war, 

“To point out violations of well known and genérally 
accepted principles of warfare such as have been shown 
by my testimony is in itself to suggest the remedy which 
is obviously to avoid such violations in the, future. If 
not having been shown up to this stage of the imvestiga- 
tion whether these violations of principle were due to 
faulty organization of the Navy Department or to faults 
of personnel, I am not at present able to submit well 
founded recommendations looking to the adoption of 
measures to insure us against similar violations in the 
future. 

“Taking the Service as a whole, I have the most pro- 
found admiration for the manner in which the officers 
and men of the Navy, Naval Militia and 
serve Force carried on their duties in this war, and have 
éxpressed this admiration in a series of 
being published. Not onl 
events were constantly before me, but from home 
Temote areas reports reached me which showed, bey 
mny doubt, what a magnificent body of 
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the Service. It is a source of the test pleacure to 
testify to the pride and gratitude I feel for the manner 
in which the Naval Militia and the Reserves (in many 
instances at great — sacrifices) came to the aid 
and support of the Regular Navy. Without their invalu- 
able help. much of the work done by the Navy in this 
war could have not been undertaken. 

“It is furthermore a great pleasure and satisfaction to 
me to be able to testify to the magnificent way in which 
the many enterprises were undertaken and pushed to a 
successful ——— by the united efforts of the bureaus 

partment and the naval personnel en- 
gaged in the operations. I cannot pretend to enumerate 
‘uvnietely the operations of this nature which con- 
tributed to the winning of the war. I may mention, as 
lyp-cail exampics, the nerthern barrage, the railway bat- 
teries, the transport of troops and the training of officers 
and men in the ships of the Atlantic Fleet that remained 
in home waters. 

“It is, of course, to be expected in connection with an 
investigation of this sort. ».rticularly of a war which 
was won by great sacrifices and gallant, patriotic ser- 
vices of the entire nation, that the first tought whieh 
occurs to mind is that hindsight is better tuan foresight, 
and that it is always easy, in the light of hindsight, to 
point out errors committed in any undertaking. I sub- 
mit, however, that, as the issue here under investigation 
is one vitally alfecting our-future national safety we 
should not let such thoughts carry us away and blind us 
to the dangers which the lessons of the past have clearly 
indicated. Hindsight must not be blindsight. 

“I wish also to repeat and to emphasize at this time 
that no claim is made that my recommendations or ad- 
vice should have been accepted because they were mine, 
but they should have been heeded and acted upon because 
of my position in continueus consultation with the heads 
of the Allied navies. There should be no question as to 
whether I merited the confidence of my superiors. If I 
did not, then an additional violation of a fundamental 
military and business principle was committed in leaving 
me at my post. I should have been removed as soon as 
there was the slightest loss of confidence in me. 

“If I have shown that there was a lack of conviction 
or clear understanding on the part of the Navy Depart- 
ment as to where its efforts should be directed; if I have 
shown that the Navy was hampered by a lack of pre- 
paredness, by lack of essential plans, and by being held 
back in the beginning; if I have demonstrated that vic- 
tory was won not because of these errors but in spite of 
them, and that such errors were only nullified by a com- 
bination of circumstances which we would be foolhardy 
indeed to count upon in the future—then I will feel that 
I have been fully justified in submitting my letter of 
Jan. 7, 1920.” 
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NAVY’S REPLY TO ADMIRAL SIMS’S CHARGES. 
Officers Who Will Appear Before Committee. 

The exhaustive presentation of his views of the short- 
comings of the Navy Department during the World War, 
which Rear Admiral William S. Sims has been reading 
into the record before the sub-committee of the Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs investigating the Navy’s 
conduct of the war, and the completeness as to detail 
with which the Admiral is covering the ground, has 
aroused widespread interest in the Services as to the 
manner in which the Navy Department, and particularly 
Secretary Daniels, will meet the Admiral’s views, charges 
and statements. Officially, no statement is forthcoming 
from the Navy Department which could in any degree 
be considered prejudicial to the purpose of the inquiry by 
the Senate committee at this time. The Navy Depart- 
ment has actually called no witnesses in its behalf, but 
when Admiral Sims has completed his presentation the 
following officers are to appear before the committee : 

Rear Admiral Charles J. Badger, president of the 
General Board; Rear Admiral H. T. Mayo, long in com- 
mand of the Atlantic Fleet and commander-in-chief dur- 
ing the war; Admiral Hugh Rodman, who commanded 
the battleship squadron in the North Sea; Admiral 
Henry B. Wilson, who commanded the Navy forces oper- 
ating on the French coast; Rear Admiral Albert P. Nib- 
lack, who commanded the Navy forces operating in the 
Mediterranean; Rear Admiral Josiah S. McKean, in 
charge of matériel, Naval Operations; Capt. William V. 
Pratt, who was assistant to the chief of operations; 
Rear Admiral Joseph Strauss, who was in charge of lay- 
ing the North Sea mine barrage; and Rear~ Admiral 
William B. Fletcher, who was relieved by Admiral Sims 
from duty in command of the Navy forces operating on 
the French coast. In addition all bureau chiefs on duty 
in the Department during the war will be available, also 
other Navy officers having particular knowledge of the 
Navy’s operations on this side and overseas, including 
Capt. Harris Laning, formerly Assistant Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation. 

Rear Admiral W. S. Benson, who was Chief of Opera- 
tions throughout the war, will also go before the com- 
mittee, for in Admiral Sims’s charges greatest stress has 
been laid on his allegations of lack of co-operation, and 
these charges are regarded as criticisms of the Office of 
Naval Operations.

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UPTON’S RECRUIT EDUCATIONAL CENTER. 
Report of Major Bingham on Work of School. 

The organization and administration, the teaching staff 
and curriculum, and the “Americanization beyond the 
Center,” are the subjects of a special report made by 
Major Harold C. Bingham, Sanitary Corps, U.S.A., to 
the War Department made after a visit of inspection to 
the Recruit Educational Center at Camp Upton which 
is now beginning to be recognized in the Army as “the 
enlisted man’s West Point.” At the present time there 
are 1,500 recruit students at this ter, the largest 
body of troops at such a school in the country; and the 
plan and method of_instruction has been worked out to 
the point where it has become the model for Recruit Edu-. 
cational Centers throughout the Army. 

All illiterate recruits enlisted east of the Mississippi 
are now sent to this Center immediately on their entry 
into the Army. When they arrive at the cam they are 
assigned to a company but are kept for ten days in an 
isolation building during which period they are completely 
equipped, fitted,

Dramatized Method of Instruction. 


The methods of instruction inthe beginning are largely 
dramatized, thus giving an intelligent foreign illiterate 
practically an equal chance with a native born illiterate 
of equal ability. The report says on this point: “This 
combination of foreign and native born. illiterate in the 
same classes is a definite step in the di of Ameri- 
canization, and reflects a fundamental ideal under- 
lying the organization of the R.E.C.” An illustration of 
the “dramatizing” of instruction may be in 
practice of showing the portrait of some distinguished 
foreigner, such as Lafayette, who has come ‘to the 
United States to aid our ideals and of a well-known 
American like Theodore Roosevelt, both of these men 
being the subjects of writing lessons. With the. basic 
idea of making the people of the United States more 
familiar with the Army and what it is doing to educate 
the recruits and also to spread the “Americanization” 
idea, the first effort of the instructors is centered on 
having the men write a letter home, Major Bingham’s 
repoft giving typical examples of first efforts of 
kind. Close touch is kept with the next of kin of 
man, the company commanders writing them letters im- 
mediately men are assigned to his company. The évi- 
dent pride the relatives of the men take in these Jetters 
is made plain by specimens of letters received at Camp 
Upton which are reproduced in the report. 

One of the noteworthy methods of instruction are the 
reading lessons worked out by Lieut. Walter H. Wells. 
These are in the form of stories in which are incorpor- 
ated fundamental military facts. An example given in 
the report is devoted to sentry duty and covers General 
Orders Nos. 1, 2 and 12, Manual of Interior Guard Duty, 
in a manner that will not only interest the recruit but 
teach him the duties and responsibilities of a sentry.

A., being in immediate charge of the school.

HOUSE PASSES ARMY REORGANIZATION. 

By a vote of 246 to 92 the House on March 18 passed 
the House Army Reorganization bill, H.R. 12775, which 
has been before the Committee of the Whole since March 


” 8 The House members by this action have endorsed 


about all the recommendations of the House Committee 
on Military Affairs in the measure as reported and 
printed on page 795, our issue of Feb. 28, and have 
readily acceded to perfecting committee amendments in 
Committee of the Whole. Efforts te reduce personnel 
strength, either of officers or men, below the figures set by 
the committee have failed of adoption. The bill fixes the 
Army strength at 17,800 officers and 299,000 men, while 
the House accepts the committee's single list promotion 
scheme. 

The House voted to grant rank to chaplains. A mo- 
tion by Representative Dent, of Alabama, member of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, to recommit the 
bill to the Military Committee, with several amendments, 
notably one to establish the authorized strength of the 
Regular Establishment at 185,000 enlisted men of the 
line and 14,000 officers, was lost by a vote of 222 to 115. 

The next move in Army reorganization will be made 
by the Senate, Chairman Wadsworth, of the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs, having pfomised to take 
up his bill (S. 38792) immediately following the disposi- 
tion of the Peace Treaty by that Dear. 

In considering changes in Section 24 the first part 
Was made to read as follows: “Not less tiffin one-half the 
total number of vacancies caused by this act shall be 
filed by the appointment, to date from July 1, 1920, 
and subject to such examination as the President may 
prescribe, of persons below the age of fifty-four years 
other than officers of the Regular Army who served as 
officers of the U.S. Army at any time between April 6, 
1917, and date of passage of this act, except that a per- 
son who was in active service as an officer of the Army 
of the United States for a period of not less than two 
years between April 6, 1917, and the date of the passage 
of this act shall be eligible for appointment under this 
section, notwithstanding he is above the age of fifty-four 
years.” At the end of this section the House added the 
following provision : 

Provided further, That the President may, in his discretion, 
with the approval of such board, select civilians and commis 
sion them to fill any vacancy in the Quartermaster Corps, re- 
gardiess of whether such civilians have had military experience. 

No material changes in the military system outlined 
by the National Defense act of 1916 are provided by the 
new bill, the nunierous’ ¢hanges being in details. The 
principle of flexibility of organization, adopted during 
the war, is carried into the permanent establishment, 
tactical organization being left to» Presidential regula- 
tions. The combat force is fixed by the bill at 250,000 
men and includes the Infantry, of which the Tank Corps 
is a part; the Cavalry, Artillery and aviation, the last 
as a separate corps, as is the Chemical Warfare Service. 

National Guard provisions are changed to authorize 
Federal recognition of companies having fifty recruits. 
The Chief of Militia Bureau of the War Department, 
now a Regular officer, would be appointed from the Na- 
tional Guard under the bill- 

The bill gives band leaders the pay Sut not rank of 
second lieutenants for six years, then of first lieutenants. 
A motion to give them the rank was rejected. 

Changes in the Bill. 

Changes made in the bill before passage include the 
following : 

In the section amending Sec. 4, N.D.A., fixing the 
stretigth of the officer personnel, this is amended so that 
the strength therein provided is effective on and after 
July 1, 1920, and that “there shall be one general as now 
authorized by law, until a vacancy occurs in that office, 
after which it shall cease to exist.” In the matter of 
assignments in Sec. 4c, except as otherwise provided by 
law, chiefs and assistants to chiefs are to be appointed 
“from among officers commissioned in the respective 
grades not below that of colonel, and such appointments 
shall not create vacancies.” A proviso is added: 

Provided, That any officer who shall have served as a chief 
or assistant chief to the chief of any of the several branches 
herein provided for or similar branches during the World War 
shall be eligible to appointment as chief or assistant to the chief 
of amy of such branches. Provided, further, That no officer 
shall be eligible for appointment to assistant to the chief or a 
staff corps or branch unless such officer shall have been recom- 
mended for such appointment by the chief of the staff corps or 
branch in question. 

The following sentence was struck out of the bill on 
motion : 

Upon the retirement of any officer who has served not less 
than one year as chief or assistant to the chief of any branch, 
unless in the meantime he shall have been promoted to a higher 
grade, he shall receive the rank and retired pay of the grade 
which he held as such chief or assistant. 

Voting upon the section relating to the General Staff 
Corps, the following quoted definitions of the duties of 
the War Department neral Staff are deleted: That it 
shall “act as the agents of the Secretary of War and the 
Chief of Staff” in harmonizing the duties, etc., of the 
War Department and of the Army, “and to perform such 
other military duties not otherwise assigned by law as 
may from time to time be prescribed.” In defining the 
duties of the-Chief of Staff in connection with plans pre- 
pared by the War Department General Staff, the stipula- 
tion that “upon the approval of such plans by the Secre- 
tary of War, he shall supervise their execution and ghall 
co-ordinate the work of the Military Establishment in 
such a way as to insure their effective development and 
execution,” is stricken from the bill. e 

Additional responsibilities are placed upon the Assis- 





se 


tant Secretary of War. An tis. added to the 
bill placing the manufacture o rn at arsenals. and 
government-owned factories under direction. He is to 
operate these arsenals and factories economically, and all 
orders placed with arsenals, government-owned factories 
or other Ordnance establishments shall be considered as 
obligations in all respects in the same manner as pro- 
vided for similar orders placed with commercial manu- 
facturers, 

In the Air Service, Sec. 13a, one brigadier general is 
to be added to the officer personnel of one major general 
and 1,514 officers from colonel to second lieutenant, and 
a proviso is added that not to exceed-ten per cent. of the 
total number of officers in the Air Service shall be non- 
flyers; flying units shall in all cases be officered by 
actual flyers. 

Motions That Failed. 

By a vote of 158 to 168, a new section pecriins for 
the creation of a separate ConStruction Corps of the 
Army, with provisions fr a Chief of Construction, with 
rank of brigadier general, and a commissioned personnel 
of 250 officers with rank from colonels to captains, and 
8,000 enlisted strength, was defeated, after having been 
Soreenity acted upon by tke Committee of the Whele 

ouse, ' 

A proposed amendment to give the Chief of Engineers 
two assistants with rank of brigadier instead of one was 
rejected. Mr. Small, speaking for the amendment, called 
attention to the increasing activities and responsibilities 
of the Corps of Engineers in military and civil require- 
ments; including rivers and harbors and flood control, in 
addition tothe new duties imposed upon the Corps by 
the Railroad Control act. He thought, considering the 
diversity of engineering responsibilities, that equally 
with the Q.M. Corps and the Medical Corps the Engi- 
neers should. have two brigadiers. Mr. Kahn opposed 
the motion and the amendment was rejected. 

In considering the section providing a warrant grade, 
a motion was made. to provide “that former non-commis- 
sioned officers who had already retired and who were 
called to active .service between the dates of April 6, 
1917, and Noy. 11, 1918, and commissioned in the Army, 
and who have again reverted or will revert toa retired 
status when their services are no longer required, shall 
be placed on the status of warrant officer and receive the 
benefits of this act in so far as retired pay is concerned.” 
This went out on point of order. ° 

A motion to create the Transportation Service as a 
separate arm was rejected, as was also an effort to attach 
the military justice bill for revision of courts-martial 
procedure as a rider to this measure.

USS. Recruit to Go to Coney Island. 

The U.S.S. Recruit, the dummy warship used for re- 
cruiting purposes in Union square, New York city, went 
out of commission on March 16, in order that it could be 
moved nearer the ocean breezes, at Luna Park, Coney 
Island, for the summer. A _ recruiting office will be 
maintained on board. Comdr. Fred H. Poteet, U.S.N., in 
charge of Navy recruiting at New York city, had charge 
of the lowering of the flag of the Recruit and placing 
her out of commission temporarily, with the usual cere- 


mony. 
Fuel Oil Bids. 


The Navy Department on March 16 opened bids for 
the supply of oil fuel. Before the opening took place 
Secretary Daniels declared that if the bids proved to be 
prohibitive the Department would exercise its powers of 
commandeering granted it under the Lever act and would 
seize whatever oil was required, adjusting the payment 
on a fair price basis later. When the bids were opened 
it was found that out of the 5,000,000 barrels sought onl 
660,000 barrels were offered. The figures were as foi- 
lows: Standard Oil Company, for 60,000 barrels, $3.65 

r barrel; Texas Oil Company, for 600,000 barrels, 

.20 per barrel. The price last paid by the Govern- 
ment for oil of the same standard was eighty-three cents 
per barrel. The highest price paid by the Government 
since fuel oil came into general use was $1.30 per bar- 
rel, while the minimum pre-war price was sixty-four 
cents per barrel. The prices quoted on March 16 gur- 
prised the Department. Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Roosevelt made the suggestion that it might become nec 
essary to declare, under the Lever act, an embargo on the 
export of fuel oil, in order that oil producers and re- 
finers might be induced to make bids that were fair and 
reasonable. 

Accident to U.S. Navy Submarine H-1. 


The details of the grounding of the U.S. Sub i 
H-1 ov March 12, east of Point Redondo, Lower Oni 


fornia, were still inconclusive on March 18, when a dis- 
patch was received from the commandant of the naval 
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base at San Diego, Calif. This dispatch stated that “it 
is believedvthe submarine became full of chlorine gas and 
beached ; hull apparently not damaged. U.S.S. Neptune, 
Woolsey and Sonoma standing by to assist in salvage of 
H-1. Submarine lying head to sea, stern aground, bow 

t. Unsuccessful ‘attempts to pull H-1 off beach 
have ,been made, due to heavy seas and parting of tow 
lines, U.S.8. Eagle No. 11 was proceeding north in 
company with the submarine and the H-2 when the acci- 
dent happened. The commanding officers of the U.S.S. 
Sinelair, which later came up, reported that he found the 
boat filled with chlorine gas, and that gas was emerging 
from the conning tower and hatch twenty-four hours 
after the boat went aground. The bodies: of Lieut. Comdr. 
James Reid Webb, U.S.N., and Joseph Kosman, seaman, 
U.S.N., had not been found and were believed to be in 
the submarine. The bodies of William H. Delamin, sea 
man, U.S.N., and Harvey W. Giles, machinist’s mate, 
first class, U.S.N., were found and buried. 


Enlistments in the U.S. Navy. 


Reports of enlistments in the U.S. Navy for the week 
ending March 11 give a total of 748, a gain of thirty-two 
over the previous week. First enlistments numbered 
586, re-enlistments 115, and Reservists transferred te 
the Regular Navy 47. The totals by divisions follow: 
New England, 106; Eastern, 307; Central, 80; West 
Central, 69; Southern, 42; Southeastern, 88; Western, 
56. The total enlistments for January were 3,724, dis- 
tributed 2,763 first enlistments, 694 re-enlistments, 266 
transfers, one extension. 








MopEts oF Navy GUNS PRESENTED TO Mr. DANIELS. 

J. P. Sykes, vice-president of the Baldwin Lecomotive 
Works, Philadelphia, presented to Secretary Daniels at 
the Navy Department on May 12 three models of gua 
mounts built by the Navy during the World War for 
operation on shore. These models were constructed by 
the Navy Gun Factory at Washington, D.C., to the order 
of Samuel M. Vauclain, president of the Baldwin works, 
and presented in behalf of the men at the works who 
were engaged in the construction ef the railway mounts. 
The models are of the 14-inch, 50-caliber Navy railroad 
gun used on the western front in France; a 14-inch, 50- 
caliber Navy gun installed on an improved type of 
mount known as the Mark II; and a 77-inch, 45-caliber 
Navy gun installed on a caterpillar mount fer field use, 
intended for use of the Army and Marine Corps. The 
models are complete and workable in every respect down 
to the smallest detail. They are on a scale of one-twen- 
tieth, and so accurate that they can be used at any time 
for exact measurements. The Baldwin works set a 
record when it fabricated the railway mounts used in 
France in seventy-two days from the time the order was 
given.

8S. 4070, Mr. Owen.—To establish and maintain the Ameri 
can Secneol Army and to organize and equip the American 
Reserve Army.

Field Artillery, Buifalo.. The infantry, Cavalry, Signal Corps 
and Sanitary Train will, it is expecied, be sent to Camp Upton, 
N.Y.; the Engineers to Camp A. A. Humphries, Va., and the 
Coast Artillery to the New York Harbor forts, although this 
has not been definitely determined.

subjects? Answer: Until this becomes a law it is not possible 
to answer your query. 

W. H.—Apply to the Zone Finance Officer for settlement of 





your claim for travel pay on discharge from emergency com- 
mission, 

J. C. W.—Promotion of an enlisted man just on the eve 
of his retirement, when the promotion is solely to give him 


a higher grade for purpose of retirement, is not authorized. 

F. D. H.—Apply through the channel for discharge to enter 
the post-office service after passing a Civil Service examina- 
tion while in the Army. It may be, however, that your request 
will not be granted immediately on account of the-tdecrease in 
the forees through furloughs to the Reserve. 

J. A. asks: I have a brother in Canada who is not a citi- 
zen of the United States or Canada. Can he come to the U.S. 
without any trouble at the border? Answer: He would have 
to meet the requirements of the immigration law. If he were 
aun enemy alien he could not enter. 

A. W. M.—See answer to Hopeful. 

HOPEFUL.—If the Army Reorganization bill becomes a law 
opportunity will exist for the old non-coms. who held emergency 
commissions to qualify for. appointment as warrant officers. 
Regulations will not be issued until the law is enacted. 

OLD SOLDIER.—While you were entitled to count your 
active duty on the retired list during the war in fixing your 
active duty pay, on return to inactive retired status you re- 
sume former pay status, except that your base is now higher 
since July 11, 1919, through the fact that Congress made the 
war increases permanent for base pay purposes. See article on 
page 751, our issue of Feb. 21.

F. M. D.—Apply to Bureau of Navigation as to your con- 
firmation in Naval Reserve. 

H. F. T.—The Army Reorganization bills have not passed; 
neither have the Pay bills. Whatever happens, you may rest 
assured that whether you retain your old designation on the 
retired list or take one of the new grade names, your retired 
pay will not be reduced. The increase of pay sent to you, 
dating back to July 11, 1919, was a result of the Comp- 
troller’s decision that since enactment of the Army Appropria- 
tion bill of July 11, 1919, retired pay is based on the war 
active base as made permanent by the above act from July 
11, 1919. See page 751, our issue of Feb. 21, where Circular 
66 is explained. 

A READER.—Apply through channel for adjustment of 
your discharge travel pay, if you wish to claim difference in 
favor of travel to your bona fide home. 


E. C. C.—The order to which you refer was perhaps an 
announcement made last September that in revision of the 


Uniform Regulations provision will be made for simplification 
of enlisted men’s chevrons, and that the same chevron will be 
used by like grades, irrespective of the arm of the Service. 

SUBSCRIBER.—If you were carried on a duty status be- 
yond the date on which you were ordered discharged submit 
a claim to the Zone Finance Officer, reciting the circum: 
stances under which you were ordered to remain until cleared, 
three days. 

J. K.—Regarding non-commissioned officers in service Feb. 
29, 1920, in your corps, ask The A.G. 

F. E. R. asks: A temporary gunner, Regular Navy, with 
eleven years’ service, is appointed a gunner, Class 2, Naval 
Reserve, and confirmed as such. Is his retainer pay computed 
from the pay of a warrant officer with eleven years’ service 
or the pay of a warrant officer with less than three years’ 
service? Answer: Two months’ base pay of the rank. 

8. F. P.—For the divisional insignia of the British army, 
would suggest that you apply to the British Ministry of War. 

SUBSCRIBER.—Enemy countries remain enemy countries 
until peace is declared, and the peace treaties not having been 
ratified by the U.S. Senate, we are still at war. It looks as 
though your parents may have some time to wait. Allowances 
from the Gpvernment for dependents will cease four months 
after the emergency is declared over. 

W. J. McO.—G.O, 73, 1918, which for the time considered 
all officers as of the United States Army, did not deprive the 
Regular Army of its inherent rights to retain permanent com- 
mission, nor did it serve to confer any permanency upon those 
not of the Regular Establishment. The issuance of G.O. 73 
was merely an administrative expedient, and could not dis- 
place the basic law as to the Regular Army, which though not 
referred to by name in orders during the emergency retained 
all its established rights. The act of Dec. 17, 1919, restoring 
the provisions for a six months’ pay death gratuity for the 
Regular Army, therefore cannot by any means through the 
operation of G.O. 73 be made to apply to any but the 
Regulars. 

SPANISH WAR VETERAN.—Your service in U.S. during 
Spanish War entitles you to a Spanish War Medal, such as 
has been awarded to the National Guard for similar service 
by the act of July 1, 1918. Write to The A.G. 

H. H. P.—Ask The A.G. for amount of foreign service you 
had in Cuba and Philippines. 

J. M. P.—If during the war-you exercised command above 
grade, either in the field or at home preparing troops for 
duty in the war zone, apply through the channel to the Finance 
Division for difference in pay. 

J. F. H. asks: (1) Did the 6th Cavalry serve in China in 
1900? (2) Which division was the 6th Cavalry attached to 
in France?- (3) Recently while in Chattanooga I saw men of 
the 6th Cavalry wearing their campaign bars in addition to 
the Victory bar for European service. What would they bef 
Answer: (1) Yes. (2) and (3) As you do not describe them 
we are unable to say. Drop in a recruiting office and see illus- 
trations of various insignia for campaigns, such as Indian, 
Spanish, China, Cuba, Philippine, Porto Rican, Mexican, etc. 

J. E.—Neither the War Department nor the Navy Depart- 
ment will act as a collection agency in claims against officers 
for money loaned them, but disregard of one’s financial obli- 
gations may lead to disciplinary action through G.C.M. 

J. A. C.—Apply to The A.G. regarding correction of your 
age in your service records. The Pension Commissioner will 
answer your further queries on application to him. 

A. G. F.—The 19th Infantry sailed for the Philippines 
April 1, 1905; arrived there about May 1. The 1st Battalion 
arrived back in U.S. June 8, 1907; the rest of regiment July 
28, 1907; allow about four weeks’ sailing time. The 9th 
Infantry (Hars. and ist and 2d Battalion) left U.S. April 5, 
1910; arrived back July 11, 1912; 3d Battalion left U.S. 
April 5, 1910; arrived back Aug. 13, 1912. We should say 
that your home state is Missouri, where your wife lives, 
unless you have claimed some other state. Have not heard of 
Missouri giving a soldier war bonus.

CONSTANT SUBSCRIBER.—The question of the right of 
temporary officers of tha Navy to be retired for disability is 
still undetermined, the case in court not having been decided. 

E. M.—Write to the Director of Finance regarding your 
claim for difference in pay for exercising command above 
grade during the war. 

F. M. D. asks: (1) A short while ago I read either in your 
Journal or other document something to the effect that officers 
in the Naval Reserve Force or Naval Auxiliary Reserve Force 
were eligible to appointment or promotion to lieutenant com- 
mander after two years’ sea service, or that they were not 
eligible until they had had at least two years’ sea service. 
Kindly advise me the exact decision of the Department on this 
matter. (2) Referring to Bureau of Navigation circular letter 
No. 126 of Sept. 10, 1919, Par. 9(e), as follows: “Officers who 
have been regularly detailed to and actually served as executive 
officers, chief engineers, navigators or first lieutenants of ships 
of not less than 8,000 tons’ displacement are eligible for con- 
firmation in the grade of lieutenant.’ Suppose a navigator, 
with the required sea service and on a vessel of over 8,000 
tons’ displacement, with the rank of lieutenant (j.g.), U.S.N. 
R.F., class three, Naval Auxiliary Reserves, would he be eligible 
to confirmation as lieutenant, or lieutenant (j.g.) It seems 
from the wording of the above quotation that he would be 
eligible to confirmation as lieutenant, although only holding the 
provisional rank of lieutenant (j.g.), but personally appears 
through common sense that such an officer would have to at 
least hold such provisional rank before confirmation. Answer: 
(1) This applies only to Classes 1 and 2, U.S.N.R.F., which are 
to appointment or promotion, provided their running 
mates in the Regular Navy are up for promotion. Class 3, 
which is the Naval Auxiliary Reserve Force, is not affected, 
(2) This quotes from circular which was printed in the Army 
and Navy Journal. The supposition, following the quotation 
of the circular in this paragraph, does not apply to Class 3 
whatsoever. 

SUPPLY CORPS asks: (1) What progress is being made by 
the examining board to determine whether officers of the Supply 
Corps, U.S. Naval Reserve Force, Class Two, will be confirmed 
or not? When will their findings be made public? Answer: The 
Confirmation Board is now in session and officers will be noti- 
fied when commissions have been signed by the Secretary, and 
the commissions forwarded in each case.

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AGAINST A UNITED AIR SERVICE. 


That the plan proposed in the New and Curry bills of 
having the aviation services of the Army and Navy and 
of the Post Office Department combined under one new 
Department of the Air is not gaining ground as time 
passes and knowledge and experience grow is shown by 
the following statement made on March 9 by Mr. Fuller 
in the House during the discussion of the Army Re- 
organization bill. Mr. Fuller said: “I wish to say a 
word about a united air service. I was on the sub- 
committee that considered this question, and as a mem- 
ber of the sub-committee I voted to favorably report it 
to the main committee. Since that time I have come to 
believe that perhaps the advocates of a united air ser- 
vice were a little more zealous in their cause than those 
opposed to it, because a later study of the question had 
led me to believe a united air service would be a mistake. 
I do not believe a united air service can build an air- 
plane better adapted to the needs of the Navy than the 
Navy Department can build it. I believe we should pre- 
serve for the Navy the right to experiment, develop, and 
build along such lines as they approve machines for their 
own particular service. I believe that applies equally to 
the Army and to the Post Office. I believe the principle 
of allowing these different branches of the Service to 
specialize on the machine to suit their own requirements 
is sound.” 

As a practical illustration of this last point of allow- 
ing each department to specialize in its own machines, 
which has always been one of the many Army and Navy 
professional arguments against a united air service, Mr. 
Fuller made this statement: “For example, the Army 
turned over to the Post Office Department a _ twelve- 
cylinder De Haviland airplane. The Post Office found 
that they could take off the twelve-cylinder engine and 
by making it into two six-cylinder engines place one on 
each wing. It was much better adapted to their service 
and would do the following things that the other air- 
plane would not do: They could ascend from a small 
field. ‘The two engines with the two propellers would 
enable them to reach a given altitude in a shorter time 
than the twelve-cylinder engine with a single propeller. 
Second. They could land-in a small field because with the 
two engines they had a larger wing surface. This made 
for greater resistance and therefore slowed the airplane 
up sufficiently so they could land in a small area. Third. 
They found that with the two separate engines they had 
two chances of staying in the air as against one, because 
if one engine went back on them they could still run the 
other, whereas with a twelve-cylinder engine if six 
cylinders went back on them they could not stay in the 
air with the other six.” 
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THE ZONE FINANCE OFFICE. 

A few of the many financial activities handled by the 
Zone Finance Officer, U.S.A., Washington, D.C., include 
Liberty Loan bonds subscribed for through the Army al- 
lotment system by officers and enlisted men, the payment 
of the $60 bonus to honorably discharged officers and en- 
listed men, and the payment of the difference between 
three and one-half cents and five cents in the travel pay 
of enlisted men. A brief résumé of these activities re- 
veals the following startling figures: 

Bonds: Number of Liberty bonds shipped during Feb- 
ruary, 1920, 21,364; par value, $1,068,200; number of 
bonds shipped to date, 1,054,668; par value, $52,733,400. 

Bonus: Number of claims paid during February, 
3,040; total amount, $182,400; number of claims paid to 
date, 1,635,422; total amount, $98,125,320. 

Travel pay: Number of claims paid during February, 
4,707; total amount, $89,542.84; number of claims paid 
to date, 144,824; total amount, $272,626.83. 

The Zone Finance Office is divided inte branches as 
follows: 1, Air Service; 2, Civilian Pay (pays 14,000 
civilian employees) ; 3, Disbanded Organization Funds; 
4, Enlisted Allotment; 5, Executive; 6, Miscellaneous 
Accounts (bonus, Engineer Corps, Medical Corps, Motor 
Transport, Q.M. Corps, Signal Corps and travel pay) ; 
7, Officers’ Allotment; 8, Ordnance Corps; 9, Pay and 
Mileage (active and retired officers and enlisted men, 
and Reservists); 10, Special Service; 11, Transporta- 
tion and Telegraph (land and water).

Army Men for Olympic Games. 





The War Department announces that the invitation of 
the American Olympic Committee for the participation of 
Army athletes in the tryouts for membership on the 
American Olympic Team, which will compete in the- 
Olympic games to be held in Antwerp, Bélgium, begin- 
ning about Aug. 1, 1920, has been accepted by the Sec- 
retary of War. ‘Teams will be selected from the Army 
to enter the American tryouts for the following events: 
Army rifle and pistol shooting, boxing, fencing, horse- 
manship, swimming. wrestling, track and field. All com- 
petitions will be open to officers and men of the active 
Army. Elimination contests will be held under military 
supervision in the various posts, camps and stations as 
department commanders may direct. Departmental meets 
will also be conducted to select Army entries for the 
final American tryouts. sulletin No. 102, War Dept., 
1920, gives full instructions for conducting the elimina- 
tion contests at the various stations. Within the conti- 
nental limits of the United States the departmental try- 
outs will be completed by June 15, 1920. Departmental 
elimination contests for the American Forces in Ger- 
many and departments without the continental limits of 
the United States will be held at such time as to enable 
the winners of the departmental meet to be assembled at 
a central training camp in the United States not later 
than June 15 next. The location of this central training 
camp will be announced later. Department commanders 
will conduct such elimination competitions within their 
respective departments as will enable them to select the 
individuals: or teams best qualified to enter inter-depart- 
mental championship meets to be held at a time and 
place to be designated later. Winners of the inter-de- 
partmental championship meet will be eligible for, and 
will be sent to, the final tryouts for selecting the Ameri- 
can Olympic Team. This final tryout will be held under

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tobacco — the world’s most famous tobacco for 
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of American soldiers and sailors who died overseas, the 
greater part being buried in France, replied on March 
12 to the Senate Committee on Military Affairs. He 
said that about 50,000 personal requests from families of 
the dead for the return of the bodies had been received, 
or about seventy per cent. of the total. In addition the 
War Department has received between 20,000 and 25,000 
requests that soldier dead be allowed to remain where 
they are buried. Secretary Baker estimated that the 
minimum cost of returning one body to the United States 
would be $500, and the total cost $30,000,000, while to 
inter the bodies in a “field of honor,” with proper desig- 
nation, etc., would cost between $200 and $300 each. Of 
the Sundry Civil Service appropriation of $8,451,000 for 
work in this connection about $6,000,000 has been ex- 
pended. 

Award of Fourragére to 16th and 26th Infantry, U.S.A 

The Secretary of War directs that information be pub- 
lished that the following organizations having received 
two citations in French orders of the Army, have been 
awarded the fourragére in the colors of the ribbon of the 
Croix de Guerre by the French Ministry of War, and the 
War Department has accepted the awards on behalf of 
the organizations: 16th Infantry and 26th Infantry. The 
members of these organizations are authorized to wear 
the fourragére as part of their uniform during the con- 
tinuance of the present emergency. ‘These are in addi- 
tion to those organizations mentioned in G.O. 4, Jan. 22, 
1920, on page 804, our issue of Feb. 28. 

Ath Division History. 

A brief history of the 4th Division has been mimeo- 
graphed for distribution among the members of the 4th 
Division Association, and copies have been furnished the 
recruiting parties sent out from Camp Dodge. 

Major Schroeder to Fly for New World Record. 
Major Rudolph W. Schroeder, Air Ser., U.S.A., who 

Feb. 27, at McCook Field, Dayton, Ohio, beat the 
world record for altitude in flying by reaching a height 
of 36,020 feet, as told in our issue of March 6, page 838, 
and who is now on one month’s leave, was’a visitor at 
the National Aircraft Exhibition, New York city, on 
Mareh 11. Major Schroeder is recovering from the effect 
of a five-mile drop through the air, when the supply of 
oxygen in his machine became exhausted while making 
the flight of Feb. 27. He explained that he is not actu- 
ally engaged in altitude flying with the object of break- 
ing records, but as a test pilot at McCook Field it is his 
duty to explore the altitudes for scientific data regard- 
ing trade winds that he said scientists have long believed 
exist miles above the earth. He succeeded in locating 
one series of trade winds, at a height of 30,000 feet. 
which blow from west to east, and attain a speed of 100 
to 300 miles per hour. At the peak of his climb he 
found the winds blew eastward at the rate of 220 miles 
per hour. These terrific speeds, it is believed, may be 
utilized for transportation purposes at some future time. 
The feasibility of the plan is not doubted by many air 
experts. A semi-rigid balloon that will withstand the 
tremendous pressure at such heights may be used for 
this purpose. Major Schroeder discovered that man can 
breathe without artificial means up to an altitude of 
18,000 feet. Above that emergency oxygen must be used. 
A device for regulating the air pressure at the carbureter, 
and thereby overcoming the tendency of the gas motor to 
slow down as the air becomes lighter through the ab- 
sence of oxygen will also aid in enabling fliers to with- 
stand conditions at great heights: Major Schroeder is 
quoted in a press account as saying: “I have not been 
able to figure out exactly just what the ‘roof of the 
world’ really is. I think it possible to go much higher 
than 48,000 feet, which scientists believe is the ultimate 
ceiling of the world, but I believe it to be a question of 
fuel supply. It has been said that the temperature 
varies at certain altitudes. I secured a rise in tempera- 
ture of two degrees at one point in the upward climb. At 
the expiration of his furlough Major Schroeder will at-

tempt to beat the world record for altitude. He will use 
a glass cage to protect himself and machine. He will 
take*a three-hour supply of oxygen, and, as on his last 
trip, will fly alone. 

What the Army and Camp Sherman Offer Recruits. 

In the interests of recruiting, Capt. H. A. Murrill, 
U.S.A., camp athletic officer at Camp Sherman, Ohio, has 
prepared and published a booklet, under orders of Major 
Gen. Samuel D. Sturgis, U.S.A., commanding the camp, 
setting forth the advantages of service in the Army and 
of the many benefits which recruits may receive. Duty at 
Camp Sherman, with the vocational schools, athletics, 
entertainments and other attractions, is shown to be 
something quite different, in the “new Army,” from that 
conceived by many prospective recruits. The little work 
is written in an interesting way and in addition has a 
number of excellent photographs showing scenes and 
individuals at this desirable post. 
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VirGin IsLANDS WANT Navy CONTROL. 

Representative Towner of Iowa, before the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs on March 9, stated that 
the authorities and the majority of the people of the 
Virgin Islands desire that the Navy continue its admin- 
istration there. Navy government had its inception 
there three years ago when the United States acquired 
the islands by purchase from the Danish government. 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels, Admiral Robert FE. 
Coontz, chief of Naval Operations. and Comdr. P. W. 
Foote, the Secretary’s aid, were very much interested in 
Mr. Towner’s report of the efficiency of the Navy in its 
governmental capacity on the islands. Mr. Towner pre- 
sented figures showing that the present revenue of the 
islands totals approximately $240,000, but in his opin- 
ion this could be largely increased. “At present and 
for some time,” said Mr. Towner, “the unoccupied land 
there has gone untaxable. Sugar is raised on the 
islands, but its tax is very low.” Mr. ‘Towner indi- 
cated that the Virgin Islands offer a large field for com- 
mercial enterprises and for development. He added that 
Secretary Daniels made the statement that it was his 
(the Secretary’s) desire to take the Navy away from 
the islands this year. “The people desire to be gov- 
erned by the Navy,” said Mr. Towner, who estimated 
that an appropriation of $32,000 will be required for 
administration during the next fiscal year. He stressed 
the importance of establishing high schools on the 
islands. Chairman Butler concluded the hearing by 
stating that high schools should be erected there and he 
requested Mr. Towner to present his testimony in the 
House when the Naval Appropriation bill comes up. 
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Five GERMAN WARSHIPS TO ComE TO U.S. 

The Navy Department has decided to bring the Ger- 
man battleship Ostfriesland, the light cruiser Frankfurt 
and three destroyers allocated to the United States to 
this country. The U.S.N. transport Hancock, now at 
New York Navy Yard will be put in commission with a 
crew of 260 men to take the personnel and stores for the 
ships te Rosyth, England, where the German craft will 
be delivered; 390 men will go to man the Ostfriesland, 
the only one of the five vessels in condition to move 
under her own power. Twelve men will be put aboard 
eight aboard each of the destroyers, 
as towing crews. The mine sweepers Falcon, Rail and 
Redwing will each tow a destroyer and the Hancock will 
probably tow the light cruiser. It is thought likely that 
the battleship will be used as a target for testing Navy 
shells, and that the light cruiser and destroyers, after | 
serving for the study of Navy experts, will be broken 
up. The Navy Department plans to use the Hancock as 
a relief ship for the transports Newport News and Pen- 
sacola, which have long been in the Pacific transport ser- 
vice and are in need of repair.
